English authority and policy in Egypt will be 
backed up by the United States, Support 
from the State Dopartment at Washington 
While Mr, Blaine was Secretary of State woul 
once haye surprised the English Foreign Of- 
floo; but they are beginning to understand 
Mr, Blaine better, There can be no question 
as to tho wisdom of the policy which he has 
now annonnced in Egypt, where all real 
authority is and must continue to be English, 
in whose rules lies the only hope of prosperity 
for that country, 

Nor is Egypt the only country where an 
Anglo-American policy will boar good fruit 
both to England and the United States, Tho 
Times of Thursday publishes a long letter 
from Mr, Stavely Hill on the North Pacific 
and fisheries, which is an interesting account 
of this industry from the Canadian point of 
view of Mr, Hill; who is a lawyer holding a 
brief for the Ganadinn ‘traders, The letter is 
chiefly important because it appears where it 
does, and because of The Times’: comments, 
This journal in one sentence declares that the 
dispute When carefully sifted, is one betwoun 
rival traders, and in another that a grave 
question of international law is raised by the 
American claims to close Behring Sea against 
Canadian fishers. Tho question does notad- 
anit of doubt, cries the leading journal, and it 
throws over Selden, the greatest lawyer of 
his day; as coolly as it does Mr, Stavely Hill, 
who certainly isnot the greatest ‘of his, Mr. 
Hill's lotter is angry. The Times, though 
positive that Mr. Blaine is wrong, keeps cool, 
nnd rejects the possibility of any permaneuit 
misunderstanding on such a miitter between 
England and America, 


A DIPLOMATIC FAILURE. 


Bismarck’s Ambitious Projects Coming to 
Naught—Charges Agutast Austria. 

Berwin, Dec, 1.—The Foreign Office here 
has ample reason to accuse the Australians of 
having broken faith regarding the recent 
Knlnoky-Bistnarck compact, Within the 
present week the leading points of the entente 
has been set aside, Emperor Francis Joseph 
has armuled the decision giving autonomy to 
Trentino, and Count Kalnoky has authorized 
thie Bourse to give quotations of the Bulgarian 
loan and has permitted the Austrian Consul 
at Sofla to renew his ostentations intimacy with 
Prince Ferdinand. The check upon Prince 
Bismarck's diplomacy is absolute, and has 
been the subject of constant communication 
between the city and Vienna. Kalnoky is 
reported to have offered in explanation of the 
action taken, the statement that he was forced 
to depart from the Friedrichsruhe arrange 
ment, even at the risk of precipitating a con- 
flict with Russia, He found that both the 
Austrian and the Hungarian Ministers were 
averse to the terms of conciliation offered by 
Russia, and the opposition at Pesth was be- 
coming. so strong that it threatened to over- 
tuenthe Tisza Ministry, Premier Tisza do- 
manded as the condition of his remaining in 
office that the foreign police be strengthened 
on the old lines, 

Regarding ‘Trentino, Emperor Francis 
Joseph, finding that the concession of auto- 
nomy was considering’adiplomatic victory and 
that Premier Crispi was preparing the way 
for annexation to Italy, decided to disenchant 
the Italians, Count von Taafe and his 
colleagues in. the Austrian ministry .were 
4 aa ey Against Emperor Frantig Joseph's 
wsty absint’ to’antolomy and supported a 
reversal of thataction. Count von Taafe sent 
to the Diotat Tnnsbeick an intihation that 
their vote granting Trentino\a separate _ad- 
ministration Was vetoed) 

Emperor William and Prince Bismarek re 
ceived the explanations in sullen _ silence, 

Jount Herbert Bismarck, has written te 
Oount Kalnoky that the Triple Alliance must 
submit to a renewal of the dangers of the old 
position, aggravated by the proofs of irresolu- 
tion of the Austrian policy.

** Only those who before its allowance in 
January last demanded its disallowance can 
now consistently condemn the Government 
for not disallowing itin January. fn March 
when Ool. O'Brien's motion was discuased, 
the Government had no more authority to 
deal with the disallowance of the Act than 
had Lindsay Town Council. They had had 
their say in January, and could not retract 
it. That is the Law and the Constitution 
which overrides Law.

Dom Vedro and Harty Arrived at St, Vin-

death of the prophets Joseph ‘and Hiram 
Smith upon the Government and the people 
of the United States, The court reviewed the 
syidence and said it was established beyond 
any reasonable doubt that the Endowment 
ceremonies were inconsistent with the oath of 
citizenship,

DEADLY FLAMES IN PHILAF. 


Hive Persons hurnea™' to Denth and Four 
Serlously Injured, Portunutoe Escapes. 
PRLADELPHIA, Dec, 3.—Fire broke out 

about 2.80 o'clock yesterday morning in the 
three-story brick building corner of Second 
and Huntingdon-streets, The basement and 
first floor were used by Gustave Gross as a 
baker-shop and store.

The Hames which started in the basement 
burned quickly through the upper floors and 
the following were burnt todeath ;-Mrs Annie 
Bitner, aged 85; Ida Bitner aged; George 
Bitner aged 9 months; Gustave Gross, jr,, 
aged 11 years; Brune Gross, aged 5 years. 
The following were seriously injured;—Mrs, 
Minnie Gross, aged 33; Hattie Gross, aged 23¢ 
years; Joseph Bitner, aged 40; John F, Clau- 
son, & journeyman baker, aged 32. Other 


members of the two families escaped without! 


serious injury. Mrs, Minnie Gross died this

Gross says he was asleep on a lounge in his 
shop when an employe, Geo, Funk, aroused him 
and told him the place was on fire.

The result of 
Sir Richard's wild assertions has been to 
recall sundry unsavory traweactions be- 
tween the administration of which he was 
a leading member and some proprietors of 
Grit newspapers, as to the most notcrious of 
which jobs the Montreal Herald—a Grit 
newspaper—remarked : 

“But what is the record of the Grit party in 
the matter of public printing? Timothy War: 
ren Anglin, the writer of the Toronto Globe's 
boodle articles, was Speaker of the House dur 
ing the Mackenzie-Blake period. He received 
four thousand dollars a yearsalary, one thou 
sand additional as sessional travelling expenses. 
He was not satisfied with that. He published 
asmall néwspaper at St. John, the Freeman, 
but he did not own a printing office. But this 
did not prevent him from getting Government 
printiog In two years and three months he 
pocketed twenty-one thousand dollars of Gov- 
ernment money for printing wh'ch he farmed 
out to other offices. Though he did notowna 
printing office at all, he received more Govern- 
ment money per annum for printing than any 
of the well equipped nowspaper offices are re- 
ceiving under the present Government. Mr. 
Anglin did this contrary to the Independence of 
Parliament Act, and attention having been call- 
ed to his Jaw breaking, he (the Speaker) the 
highest authority in Parliament was obliged to 

resign his seat.” 

The notorlous Anglin job was, as our 
readers will remember, but one of several 
corrupt and demoralizing affairs of a sim- 
ilar character which were exposed in Parlia- 
ment by the present Minister of Customs. 

If bir Richard is really desirous of con- 
demning and exposing corrupt methods of 
fufluencing newspapers, let him turn to the 
legislation of his friond Mr. Mowat—the 
self-alleged upholder of truth and righteous- 
ness in politics, and he will therein find 
enactments so gross as to afford ample scope 
for the fullest exercise of his unsurpassed 


powors of denunciation.

Worthless Bills,

most faithful and punctual and fed us sumptu-

One day we anchored at the foot of a conical 
shaped hill, and two brethren and myself climb 
ed its summit and were well rewarded with a 
splendid view of the valleys below. I wish you 
could have seen these valleys and hills, I know 
you would have enjoyed it; words cannot convey 
their beauty, On our return we entered A 
temple which was embosomed, like an English 
house, among trees. Two old priests asked us 
to be seated, brought water to wash our faces 
and tea to drink and thon asked a great number 
of polite questions such as, your honorable 
names ?—honorable age ?—honorable dwelling ? 
honorable business? price of our clothes? ete, 
you reply making yourself as small as you can ; 
finally I was asked if we had any women in our 
honorable country, This friendly conversation 
opened the way for the Gospel, and while I was 
pointing out to him the folly of wor shipping 
idols as best T could, a goodly number came in. 
Oh, how I felt the want of words ! But the Lord 
helped mé, I told them how vain their idols 
were, unable to save or protect themselves, much 
less to protect their worshippers, ‘This roused 
the anger of the oldest priest, so he took hold 
of me by the wrist and’said, ‘follow me, and I 
will show you Jesus.” He led me through sev- 
cral chambers full of hideous looking idols, still 
holding my wrist, and halted in a small room, 
the walls of which were covered with the pic- 
tures of men, the ancients of China, whom they 
worship. He pointed to one, and said “it was 
Jesus.” The crowd had followed us, and a loud 
laugh was raised at my expense. I fixed iny eyes 
upon these two deceived deceivers, and God gave 
me such power to speak that their laugh was 
soon changed, and my old friends were very sorry 
they took me into that inner chamber. We le/t 
them some books, and can only pray that God 
will water the seed sown, The thought that 
nothing can take me out of His hand, or hinder 
Him carrying out His purposes concerning His 
children, brings great comfort, and courage to 
go forward leaning on His Almighty arm. The 
remembrance of all these benefits and goodnesses 
are surely sweet, We hope to go forward now 
shortly, and will need your prayers. The work 
is new, and we are new. Pray that we may be 
kept from making mistakes, and that we may 
win souls. Mr. Geo, Clarke arrived some time 
ago, and has gone to Chihli to take up work in 
T’ien-tsing. 

CITINESE MARRIAGE, 
GAN-KiNG, August 8, '89. 

I will give you an account of a Chinese wed- 
ding feast I was invited to attend ; but first, I 
must give you a few explanatory details. 

In this case the happy pair were engaged when 
only two years old. Men called match-makers, 
were engaged by the boy’s father to make ar- 
rangements with the parents of the girl ; if both 
parties are satisfied, a certificate is drawn out, 
and the pair are betrothed,—really married in 
the sight of the law, In some instances where 
the’girl’s people are poor, the baby bride is taken 
to the home of her youthful husband, to be 
brought up under her mother-in-law, who some- 
times has three or four under her. You may im- 
agine what kind of a life they lead ! 

This bride, however, grew up in her own 
house ; and when 21, the father of he lad thought 
it time to bring the bride home. The men who 
drew out the certificate took a sedan chair, coy- 
ered with red, and brought her by night, her 
brothers following her, while the bridegroom's 
brothers go out to meet them with lights,—re- 
minding us of Matthew xxv. As soon as the red 
light of the bride's chair is descried, some return 
to alarm the people at home. The men and 
chair stop at a able covered with Chinese lan- 
terns in Font of the door, and all the inmates 
recognizing her brothers bow to the chair. Slic 
is then carried into the house. The front is 
taken out of the chair so that there may be no 
obstructions—a bad omen if she has to step 
OVER anything. As she emerges from the 
chuir she is covered with a heavy red veil, 
so that no one can see her face, the bridegroom 
goes to her side, had they still have been idoly, 
tors they would now have worshipped the an- 
cestral tablets, knooking their heads on the floor,

All the frends now goin and congratulate 
her and after these preliminaries are over th 
feast begins, 

After three days, another feast is given and to 
this all we students were invited. It commenced 
at noon, and after a great deal of bowing and 
scraping, we were shown our Seats at table, ac- 
cording to our age, which is the first question a 
Chinaman asks: They use no table cloth and 
begin with dessert first,—seven kinds of sweets 
which we partook of till the rice was ready. 
There are nine courses in all to complete a 
Chinese feast, 

The first dish is of vegetables with meat balis, 
and each one fishes out with his chop stick what 
hecan, No. 2. chopped fowl fram the beak to 
the toes Igot the foot! What you don’ 
want goes on the floor, reminding one of ‘the 
dogs a fram crumbs which fall from their 
master's table."" Two dishes of pork followed, 
which we handed to the natives—too much of a 
good thing. Then, duck cut up in soup—we 
scrambled for the meat with our chopsticks 
another dish of mutton inside of flour balls 
flavored with lubs, one was cnough. Plenty of 
nicely boiled rice intervened, ‘The last dish 
consisted of two'bmall fishes cooked in oil, this 
you must not touch, to show you have had 
enough and that there is still more in the house; 
yon must also leave a little of everything for 
manners and the children. Next comes the 
washing and smoking. Ifa oan never washed 
in his life, he is expected to do so on an occasion 
of this kind, 

Boiling hot water is brought, you dip a small 
towelin and wring as best you can, wet your 
face and hands and pass the towel to another 
let the atmosphere dry you. 

At the other tables were a motley crowd, our 
native teachers, domestics, barbers, tailors, 
hostlers, The bridegroom was the chiel 
waiter, Thus ended my first 
Chinese feast,

Judge Wing also atlacked the testimony 


given by Microseopist Tallman 

Mr, Ingham then took up the argument on 
behalf of the prosecution After «a brilliant 
oxordium, in which he described the killing of 
Dr, Cronin, and the disposal of the body Mr. 
Togham illustrated the application ofthe law 
of ‘conspiracy He added If these defend. 
ants conspired together ¢ ither by themselves 
or with others at prgent unknown, and if 
some one of those conspirators in that cottage 
on the night of May 4did the deed, then all 
are guilty.” ‘The speaker then replied to 
Judge Wing. He quoted legal opinions to 
tho effect that circumstantial evidence may 
be stronger than and direct evidence. Tn 
this case he said each incriminating clreume 
stance was explainablo upon the theory of 
innocence, but combined the conclusion to 
which they pointed was irrisistible. Tha 
circumstances from the time of meeting in 
Camp 20 to thatof finding of the clothes of 
Dr, Cronin in the sewer showed an intelligent 
design. It had its origin in hate, its founda 
tion in thecharge that Cronin wasa spy and 
its endin the butchery in ube Carlson cot- 
tage and the burial in the sewer. ; 

Mr. Ingham touched upon the alibi testi- 
mony and showed it was all by friends of the 
accused, while the inculpating evidence wad 
by impartial witnesses, He then took up the 
evidence against Kunze and in the course of 
his remarks said impressively; “It was said 
by this man Kunze to aman on tho Sonth 
Bide that he expected to be arrested on thid 
Cronin business, Why! Why?” 

Defendant Kunze ; ‘Why, because he told 
me that,” ; 

Mr, Ingham (resuming): ‘tBecause he knew 
the business, 

Kunze: ‘God knows Iam innocent, sir: 

Mr, Ingham then proceeded to trace the con+ 
nection between Coughlin, Kunze and O'Sul- 
livan. He reviewed the fight fletween Cronin 
and the triangle as the moving cause of the 
murder and closed with an appeal for con- 
viction.

TRANSATLANTIC GOSSIP, 


Edmund Vates Taiks About Euglish Polltt- 
cal Questions. 

LONDON, Dec. 3.—1 hear that Mr, Gladstong 
is greatly annoyed at what he is said to have 
described as the heedless folly of his wirepuller4 
jn arranging tliat his Manchester speech should 
be delivered on tho very day before the Bal- 
four demonstration at Edinburgh, There 
seems to be no doubt that one of the schemed 
to be brought forward by the government 
this year will be the bill for providing assisted 
education. The surplus that the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer will have to dispoce of is so 
large that there seems to be a certiuitity that 
the same provisions will be at once made to 
England as was made for Scotland. Thd 
Gladstonians and the Liberal-Unionists are 
frantic. Tho money required will be about 
21,600,000, and they see that if the question 
is treated in the same way as the Scotch ond 
was. they will be in areal predicament. Tha 
Liberationists will denounce it as a subsidy to 
the Church of England, but they will be face 
to face with the fact that the principle hay 
already been acted on in Scotland with thd 
consent of their leaders, and that the govern‘ 
ment will haye the support of the Irish mem- 
bers. In Scotland the boarding schools do 
fivesixths of the elementary educational 
work ; in England they only do one-third, and 
out of £1,800,000 earned in fees they get about 
£600,000. These figures are what agitate thd 
Liberationists so much, and the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer’s proposals will be most hotly 
contested. The assistance of the state will be 
given todenominations as well as to boarding 
schools, and the proposal, therefore, will bd 
offensive in the eyes of the flercer and mord 
intolerant dissenters. They look with dislike 
ank jealousy on anything that may strength- 
en the church, and the departure of the Goy- 
ernment on the subjeet of education will, I 
believe, be resisted by more violent Noncon- 
formity. 

Lord Egmont has sold the whole of his pro 
perty in the south of Ireland to his tenants for 
£250,000 and at fifteen years’ purchase. His 
having done so has infuriated his neighbors, 
who now find it impossible to get a larger 
price for their land, and they cannot afford 
to sell at that price, Indeed, some of Lord 
Egmont’s property only fetched thirteen years 
purchase. 

The Government's scheme of land purchase 
finds much more fayor in the eyes of Irish 
landlords since Lord Salisbury announced 
that it wasn't to be compulsory In 
fact, a vast majority of Irish properties 
are so heavily mortgaged that the owners, if 
obliged to sell, would be about ruined, and at 
this moment, after a good harvest, with the 
price of cattle keeping up, they are able to 
make o better thing out of their land than 
they would of any possiblesurplus they might 
get after a compulsory sale. 

Stanley is expected to spend Christmas 
either at Zanzibar at Mombaza, where he 
will be welcomed by Col. Ewam Smith and 
George Mackenzie.

MINING AND ELECTRICITY, 


A Great Scheme About to Make Use of 
Kakabekn Falls 

Porr Anrmun, Dec. &.—Our American 
Kakabeka cousins ave bere with us to stay, 
Mossrs, Andermon and Bastman came here 
over & Week ago accompanied by Mr. Geo. H. 
EKastinan, of Minneapolis, a water power ox- 
pert and & man who has had a close connec- 
tion with the Minneapolis water power for 
the last 30 years, He spent four days last 
week examining the water power, and finds 
that nature has done everything possible to 
enable the water and power to be economic- 
ally used, the surounding country seems to 
him capable of supplying material to use the 
enormous water power, in the near future, to 
ite full extent, and advises that it be utilized

They have definitely fixed upon the erection 
of smelting, reducing and concentrating 
work. An idea of the capacity of the workd 
may be gathered, when we tell you that thelr 
battery of stamps will bein such shape that 
they can be increased to 100’as soon as the out- 
put of ore in the distriet warrants it; the 
works will be complete and any ore can bd 
treated. This is going to be more than a boon 
to Algoma and the Dominion of Canada, 
Our mineral prospectors along the line of the 
Pp, A., D. & W, and the C. P, R. will then be 
able to send in a car load of ore and ina weelt 
find out what it is worth and get their money, 
and, situated as it is, in the centre of a known 
mining region, with waggon roads to it from 
all directions, ores can be readily hauled to it 
by teams from mines in their carly days of 
development,

“ONE MAN, ONE VOTE.” 


Declared for at the Manchester Mecting— 
Abolition of Certain Taxes, 

Mancuesrer, Dec, 14.—At the Liberal 
Federation to-day a resolution was adopted to 
demand urgency at the coming session of Pary 
liament for a bill embodying the ‘‘one man, 
one yote” principle, . Resolutions were also 
adopted favoring a shortening of the dura- 
tion of Parliament, a reduction of the period 
of residence enabling a man to yote to three 
months, compulsory powers to aequire allot 
ments, the abolition of the duties on tea, coffee 
and cocoa, a direct popular vote on the liquor 
trafile and the disestablishment of the Church 
of England.

WHAT WILL HE DO ABOUT IT} 


In spite of Minister Ross’ denial of the 
statement that the English language had 
been crowded out of some of the public 
schools, and that improper and unauthor- 
{zed foreign text bo: ks and denominational 
emblems had been introduced, the charge 
has been conclusively established. Not 
only is this the case;but efforts on the part 
of French teachers to displace the English 
language haye not even yet ceased, despite 
the regulations on the subject which were 
recently issued from the Department. Wit. 
ness the following extract from a letter 
written by a Methodist minister at Berwick, 
Ontario, with reference to a achool in Cam- 
bridge township, county of Russell : 


So soon as the Fronch became a majority in 
this section of the school division the priest be.

ruled in, while English was ruled out, Yrotest- 
ant families rather than be under the yoke, de- 
parted, and now only thirteen children of achool 
age remain. The discoveries made a few months

Annexation and Commercial Unton to be 
Discussed at Wilmington, Del, 

Witsinaton, Del., Dec, 4.— The Board of 
Trade of thiscity, desirous of discussing the 
possibilities of a supply of raw material from 
the northern part of the continent with a 
simultaneous opening up of markets for manu- 
fuctures? have arranged for a public debate 
on the Canadie~ question on the evening of 
Dec. 13, liivitations to speak on the occasion 
have been accepted by Gen. James H. Wilson, 
of Wilmingtov; Charles Emery Smith, of 
Philadelphia ; Congressman Butterworth, of 
Cincinnati, and Erastus Winian, of New 
York, each of whom will speak for half an 
hour—the two former probably urging a 
political union, the two lattera commercial 
union, asthe best way to achieve the closest 
trade relations with the rest of the continent. 
Gen. Wilson, it will be recalled, was the 
strenuous advocate before the United 
States Senate committee for a  re- 
gulition of the transportation of Ameri- 
can products through Canada, such as will 
protect American railway capital from the 
coinpetition of Canadian railroads, built and 
sustained by Government money, while Smith, 
the brilliant editor of the Philadélphia Press, 
is a strong adyocate of an carly political al- 
liance. On the other hand Butterworth, though 
quite ready to welcome Canada to a political 
union, nevertheless is the original promoter of 
f union on a commercial basis, of which 
Erastus Wiman‘is also an advocate, he stren- 
uously maintaining that while commercial 
union can be easily and early accomplished, 
aunexation is uonccessary and undesirable, 
and at present impossible. The meeting will 
be presided over by President Taylor, of the 
Board of Trade, and will be largely attended 
by representative merchants and manufactur. 
ors, not only of Wilmington, bnt of Philadal- 
phia and adjacent cities.

rangament by which consuls are benefitted 
by such notarial feps, The Secretary of State 
is instructed to report on all these points pre-

New Yorx, Deo, 5,—Tho most startling and 
Unexpected addition to the whole wretched 
scandal at Cavendish-square comes to-day. 
It isnow asserted, aud the story comes on 


“authority apparently trustworthy, that Scot- 


land Yard was decefved in its investigation, 
which has resulted in involving some of the 
most notable of England's aristocracy, Pri- 
yate information place an entirely new face 
on the whole miserable business, It is as 
gerted that a imajority of’ the ‘‘messengers” 
who frequented and were ifiduced for “a con- 
sideration’ to visit Hamimdénil’s so-called club- 
room were not boys at all In order to avoid 
suspicion and to ward off inquiry these “mex 
sengers” who yisited the Cavendish-square 
club-house were. presumably of:the male sex. 
Asa matter of fact they were girls, ranging 
from 11 to 14 years old, with hair clipped 
short, faces browned by walnut stains, and 
ia changed by patient and persistent prac 
ce 


“That boys were employed to visit this 
club-house,” says the informant, ‘tis alto- 
gether probable, but that boys alone were the 
victims is not: true. ‘The youngsters who 
first revealed the horrible secret were boys, 
They may or may not haye known of the sex 
of their companions, The fact remains that 
the majority Of the children debauched were 
girls. Not less than soyenty members of 
tho highest soelety were cornered in this de 
testuble® business, “They were systematic 
thorough!y’so, in their mothods.”

The speaker reviewed the evidence 
of the medical experts to show that their 
evidence sustained the statemegt that he 
died of the wounds on the head. Then follow- 
ed a review of the exports’ testimony as to the 
blood stains. 

Mr, Hynes next took up the alibi evidence 
in O'Sullivan’s case and proceeded to show 
inconsistencies {n it. He then said it was not 
necessary to claim that O'Sullivan was in the 
cottage when the fatal blows were struck; in 
fact it was better that he should not be seen 
by Cronin on his arrival there for Cronin had 
been told that he was out of town. Mr. 
Hynes then analyzed the evidence concern- 
ing the time when the Hylands testified that 
they drank with O'Sullivan in Niemann's 
stloon and drew the conclusion that it could 
not have been on the night following the 
murder,

swear that he drank with O'Sullivan that 
night but also that he was seen in that neigh- 
borhood by an acquaintance that afternoon.

Father's Crime, An Alleged 

Cuicaao, Dec. 6—In Judge Tuthill’s Court 
George E. Wilson made a mystcvious claim 
toa little girl called Lillie Martha Wilson, 
and now in the possession of Mrs. Edward Lee 
of No. 493 West Van Buren-street. Wilson 
avers that the childis the result of his illicit 
relations with a young girl with whom ho 
lived on Jarvis-street, Toronto, in 1886, 
They came to Chicago with the child, and 
soon after the mother was compelled to lead 
an abandoned life on account of Wlson’s 
cruelty. The mother assumed the names of 
Misses Clark and Lizzie Hamilton, and in 
June last she died at the home of Messrs Lee. 
Before her death the mother told Mrs. Lee 
her history ; that she had never been married 
to Wilson; that he wronged hey and then 
drove heg out, and requested Mrs. Lee to 
bring up the child. When Mrs. Lee refused 
to give Wilson the child he began a habeas 
corpus suit. Judge Tuthill heard evidence, 
and decided that Wilson, not being able to 
show that he was the father of the child, was 
not entitled to the girl Mrs Lee took the 
little one away wtih her.

WasuinGton, Dec, 6.—The resolution in‘ 
troduced in the Senate toclay by Senator 
Voshees (Dam. Ind.) declares all existing tariff 
taxes on fofign merchandise should be so re- 
vised, repealed or amended as to proyide : 

First, for the collection of a sufficient 
amount of reyenue to pay the expenses of 
the Government economically administered, 
the principal and interest of the public debts 
as they fall due, and liberal pensions, but not 
a dollar more, 

Second—For the taxation of all articles of 
luxury at the highest practicable rates, and 
for the reduction of taxes on all necessities of 
civilized life, such as salt, sugar, woolen goods, 
iron, steel and other staple commodities, to 
the lowest possible rates consistant with a 
tarilf for revenue and for nothing but reven- 
ue, 

Third, for the curtailment and overthrow, 
as near as possible, of all monopolies in trade, 
by the enlargement of the free list to the full 
extent that the same can be done without im- 
pairing and endangering the necessary re- 
venues of the Government, having in view at 
all times and under all circumstances a liberal 
policy of trade with the people of foreign 
countries and the establishment of equal and 
exact justice amongst our own citizens, with 
exclusive privileges to none,

massacred | in your neighborhood, cannot 
make me forget that one of the most mag: 
nificent charities of the centuries was 
started in that seaport by Dorcas, a woman 
With her needle embroidering her name in- 
cTaceabl into the beneficience of the 
world, Hece her in yonder home. In the 
doorway, and pert about the building, 
and in the room where she sits, are the pale 
faces of the poor. Shelistens to their plaint, 
she pitics their svoe, she mAkes garments for 
them, she adjusts the manufactured articles 
to suit the bent form of this invalid 
Woman, and to the cripple that comes crawl- 
ing on his hands and knees. She gives a 
coat to this one, she gives sandals to that 
one. With the gifts sho mingles prayers and 
tears and Christian encouragement, Then 
with the gifts she mingles prayers and goes 
out to be greeted on the street corners by 
those whom she has blessed, and all through 
the street the cry is heard; ‘‘ Dorcas is 
coming!” The sick look up gratefully in 
her face as she puts her hand on the burning 
brow, and the lost and the abandoned start 
up with hope as they hear her gentle voice 
as though on angel had addressed them ; 
and as she goes out the lane, eyes half put 
out with sin think they see « halo of light 
about her brow and o trail of glory in her 
pathway. That night a half-paid ship- 
wright climbs the hill and reaches home, 
and sees his little boy well clad, and says ; 
“Where did these clothes come from?” 
And they tell him, ‘‘ Dorcas has been here.” 
In another place a woman is trimming a 
lamp; Dorcas brought the oil. In another 
place a family that had not been at table for 
many & week are gathered now, for Dorcas 
has brought bread. 

But there is a sudden pause in that 
woman's ministry. They say: ‘* Where is 
Dorcas? Why, we haven't seen her for 
many aday, Whereis Dorcas?” And one 
of these poor people goes up and knocks at 
the door and finds the mystery solved. All 
through the haunts of wretchedness the 
news comes, ** Dorcas is sick !"" No bulletin 
flashing from the palace gate, telling the 
stages of a king’s disease, is more anxious! 
awaited for thin the news from this sic 
bonefactress. Alas! for Joppa! there is 
palling wailing. That voice which hos 
uttered so many cheerful words is hushed ; 
that hand which had made so many garments 
for the poor is cold and still ; the star which 
had poured light into the midnight of wretch- 
edness is dimmed by the bi inding mists 
that po up from the river of death.

This woman did not spend her time 
idly planning how the poor of your city of 
Joppa were to be relieved ; she took herneedle 
alia she relieved them. She was notlikethose 
persons who sympathize with imaginary 
sorrows, and go out in the street and Jaugh at 
the boy who has upset his basket ef cold 
victuals, or like that charity which makes a 
rousing speech on the benevolent platform, 
and goes out to kick the beggar from the 
step, crying: ‘‘ Hush your miserable howl- 
ing!’ Tho sufferers of the world want not 
so much theory as practice ; not so much 
tears as dollars; not so much kind wishes 
as loaves of bread; not so much smiles as 
shoes; not so much ‘ God bless you!” as 
jackets and frocks. I will put one earnest 
Christian man, hard-working, against 5,000 
mere theorists on the subject of charity. 
There are a great many who haye fine ideas 
about pharek architecture who never in 
their life helped to build a church. There 
are men who can give you the history of 
Buddhism and Mohammedanism who never 
sent a farthing for their evangelization. 
There are women who talk beautifully about 
the suffering of the world who never had 
the courage like Dorcas to take the needle 
and assault it. 

I come now to spenk of Dorcas the 
lamented. When death struck down that 
good woman, oh, how much sorrow there 
was in this town of Joppa! IT suppose there 
were women here with larger fortunes ; 
women, perhaps, with handsomer faces ; 
but there was no grief at their departure 
like this at the death of Dorcas, There was 


notmore turmoil and upturning in the | 


Mediterranean Sea, dashing against the 
wharves of this seaport than there were 
surgings to and fro of grief because Dorcas 
was dead, There are a great many who f° 
out of life and are unmissed. There may be 
a very large funeral, there may be a great 
many carriages and a plumed hearse ; there 
may be high sounding eulogiums ; the bell 
may toll at the cemetery gute ; there may 
be a very fine marble shaft reared over the 


testing-place ; but the whole thing 
may be a falsehood and a sham. ‘The 
Ohurch of @od has lost nothing, the 


world has lost nothing. It is only a nuis- 
ance abated ; it is only a grumbler ceasin 
to find fault; itis only an idlor feapal 
yawning ; it is only a dissipated fashionable 
parted from his wine cellar; while on the 
other hand no useful Christian leaves this 
world without being missed.

God save our gracious queen !

Apropos to this Sir Johu 
Macdonald's historic remarks are particu- 
Jarly pertinent ; Of what use is it to have 
cheap foreign goods in the country if our 
people have not the means of purchasing 
them |

And when we come to the few American 
manufatures which are cheaper, what do we 
find 7 We find that it is precisely here tha: 
the ovmpetition betweea Canadian and 
American manufactures is greatest; that 
rightly or wrongly, we have by raising the 
tariff tempted capital into these manufac 
tures, or rather, we have faciliated its en 
trance by an expedient which each may call 
doubtful, pernicious, or beneficial, according 
to his bent, but we must all take note of the 
fact. If weaccept the one half greater free- 
dom of trade and the one-half greater tariff 
restriction which unlimited reciprocity 
with the United States implies, we must 
be prepared to see that capital sacrificed, 
extinguished, wiped out. Many of our 
manufactures are in this position; we have, 
wisely or unwisely, began to rear them on 
the hot house plan; shall we now uproot 
them, when they are but half grown / This 
isa question which we must face. The 
beneficence of free trade, or the evils of 
protection, form no part of the issue, Is 
the proposed change, take it all in all, worth 
the sacrifice? Both issues are open; which 
of the two do expediency and 
justice direct us to take? Mr 
Wiman answers by saying: ‘The wail 
of the infant induatry in the prospects of an 
arrangement with the United States, for 
fear of extinction, is disloyal” to Oanada; 
and he then asks us toinfer that because 
the men who have gone from Canada to 
settle inthe United States ‘have found 
no difficulty in maintaining themselves on 
an equal plane with the people of that 
country,” the infant manufactures of 
Canada would be eyually successful, in a 
competition between the old and the new, 
between long and shortexperience, between 
ample capital and [sometimes deficient 
capital, The analogy sought to be estab- 
lished wholly fails. The men who have

THE CRONIN CASE. 


Hynes’ Forcibic Address to the Jury—Seme

' “BARLEY GOING OUT. 


The attempt of the Grit press to impress 
farmers with the idea that because Canada 
"imposed a duty upon barley—of which we 
have always been exporters, not importers 
-—the price of the cereal has declined to the 
figures at present current, is too absurd for 
even the most stupid or the most prejudiced 
to believe. It may be as well, however, 
shat the reasons for the heavy decline in 
phe value of the article should be given. 
The following statement, which was recent- 
ly given to the London Free Press, supplies 
the necessary information: —By the ad- 
yaricément of chemistry and new processes 
it has been found that beercan be more 
cheaply made from other substances, 
equally good, equally palatable. As 
is well known, the operation of malting 
is performed by steeping the barley in 
water until the grains become swollen and 
soft, then piling it in a heap to favor the 
elevation of the temperature caused by the 
absorption of oxygen from the air, and af- 
terwards spreading it upon a floor and turn- 
ing it over from time to time to prevent 
unequal heating; When germination has 
proceeded far enough, the vitality of the 
seed is destroyed by kiln drying. During 
this process a peculiar nitrogenous sub. 
stance called diastase is produced, which 
acts as a ferment on the starch of the grain, 
converting a portion of it into sugar and 
renderihg it soluble. This is the chemical 
process. But a great deal has been said 
_ Pro and con., on the subject of the propri- 
ety of the use of other matter than malted 
barley as a source of saccharine material 
for brewing purposes. And it appears 
that\!) some (cute American has hit 
upon this expedient. And the new 
process is being mainly used in the large 
breweries of the United States. The whole 
principle of producing alcohol.at all,is from 
sugar or saccharine matter, and there may 
be said to be three ways of substituting 
this saccharine or sugar material. First 
other grain may be used in malting, as corn 
(maize) is by the new process, second un- 
malted starchy matter, that is whole grain, 
may be added to the malt before it is mash- 
ed, the latter being diluted, as it were, for 
the diastase in the malt has converting 
power sufficient for considerable more 
staroh than is contained in itself ; third, the 
saccharine matter may be supplied already 
converted, as in commercial starch, sugar, 
inverted cane sugar, otc. Of these different 
substitutes for barley the third olaas is pro- 
bably the more objectionable, as beer 
brewed from such saccharine matter 
js lacking {n various constituents de- 
rived from the grain, which are im- 
portant additions to its nutritive powor, 
namely the phosphatic salts and the nitro 
genous bodies. It is just on the same

The Treaty Making Power. 

One of the arguments used by the ad- 
yocates of independence, is that Canada’s 
developement is retarded by her being de 
prived of tho right to negotiate her own 
treaties with foreign nations. Apart from 
the delay occasioned by our government's 
having to send all its ovortures to foreign 
governments to the Colonial office in Loa 
don, whonce they sro sent to the British 
Miniator to the government with whom we 
wish to come to terms, the advocates of 
independence say that even when we have 
established communication with a foreign 
government by the round-about way men- 
tioned above, the sphere of our nogotiations 
has still to be ciroumsoribed by British poli- 
oy, that is tosay we could not make a treaty 
with a foreign government unless the pro 
visions of such treaty, however important 
they might be to Canadian interests, con- 
formed to the general policy of the Empire. 
The latter is a mere theoretical objection, 
the British Government having never put 
any obstacle in the way of Qanada’s wishes 
in this respect. The former was a real 
objection, but both the real and the ap 
Pargnt objection have been removed by 
the new arrangement which Sir Charles 
Tupper has affected. In negotiating our 
commercial treaty with Spain, Sir Charles 
got himself credited to Madrid as joint 
plenipotentiary with Sir Robert Morier, 
and though Sir Robert's presence gave our 
representative the prestige of British in- 
fluence, our business was done by Sir 
Charles alone. The Madrid negotiations 
will harden intoa precedent, and hereafter 
Canada will be able to make her own 
treaties, and yet will have all the weight ot 
British influence at her back, Can inde- 
pendence offer similar advantages ? —Kiugs 
ton News

Pedro held a meeting of his Ministers and 
Councillors of State. He tried to form a new 
ministry with Senhor Sarawa at its heady but 
to this Gen. De Fonseca objected, saying a 
republic had been declared and was supported 
by the military ; that the presence of the im- 
rial family in Brazil was incompatible with 
he existing state of affairs, and that they 
must soon leave the country. The Emperor, 
after consulting with his friends, decided to 
agree to the demands of the Republicans, No 
communications were allowed to pass between 
Dom Pedro and the foreign representatives, 

At 2o’clock the following morning Maj, 
Tompofsei, with a detachment of soldiers, 
went to the palace and placed the members of 
the imperial family under arrest while they 
were still in bed. He bore written orders 
from Gen. Da Fonseca that the Emperor 
and his family should embark forthwith, 
The government would not allow them to 
wait until daylight, as they feared that any 
demonstration in the streets in favor of 
Dom Pedro might result in bloodshed, This 
measure was considered doubly necessary by 
the Republican leaders, as the students in 
the city were well supplied with arms and 
were greatly excited. Count d’Eu and his 
wife and children were compelled to leaye 
the palace at 3 o'clock Sunday morning 
and walk tothe quay. Dom Pedro and the 
Empress followed them immediately in a car- 
riage under escort of troops, 

The imperial party embarked on a steam 
launch and were taken to a man-of-war, which 
Immediately proceeded to Uha Grande, an 
island 68 miles from Rio Janeiro, where. the 
party were kept as prisoners until the after- 
noon, when they were transferred to the 
Alagoas. The latter yessel at once sailed for 
Lisbon. The iron-clad Riachuelo accompani- 
ed the Alagoas to prevent the landing of the 
royal prisoners at Bahia or any other Brazil- 
fan port, As the Riachuelo could steam only 
six knots an hour, the progress of the Alagoas 
was greatly retarded. Dom Pedro positively 
declines to discuss the recent events in Brazil, 
A steamer with Baron De Andrada, the 
Brazilian Minister to Portugal; Baron De 
Penedo, Jate Brazilian Minister to. England, 
and other prominent persons on board, met 
the Alagoas. Count d’Eu intends to goto 
Spain on a visit to the Duc de Montpensier. 
Dom Pedro will probably remain in Lisbon 
for a few days, and then proceed to Paris. 

The Republican Government of Brazil issued 
a decree on November 15 containing 11 articles, 
It proclaimed a provisional federal republic, 
The United Provinces of Brazil will form the 
confederation and will elect deliberative bodies 
and local governments. Until the election of 
new legislators the provisional government 
will govern the country, The federal state 
governments will immediately adopt steps to 
secure order and the liberty of citizens of Bra- 
zil and foreign residents.) When the meansto 
maintain order are not snfficient the author- 
itiescan appeal to the public forces. The fed- 
eral government being prociaimed, no other 
form of government will be recognized notil 
the nation expresses its wishes by popular 
suffrage in this respect. The army and navy 
will be subject exclusively to the orlersof the 
provisional government or the provisional 
representatives. Tho civil and military offi- 
cials will be subordinate to the central gov- 
ernment, Rio Janeiro is constituted the pro- 
visional capital of the federation. The Secre- 
taries of State of the provisional government 
are charged with the execution of the decree, 
The decree is signed by Gen. Da Lonseca and 
all the Ministers, 

In an interview on board the Alagoas the 
late Emperor said that he did not intend to 
issue a manifesto. He said: “Ihave no de- 
sireto busy myself longer with Brazilian af- 
fairs. I had no intercourse with the Repub- 
lican Government, I received a telegram at 
the summer palace at Petropolis announcing 
that the Revolution had triumphed. Upon its 
receipt I went to Rio Janeiro and placed my- 
self at the disposal of the Revolutionary Gov- 
ernment, The palace at Rio Janeiro was in- 
stantly encircled by troops, and ingress and 
egress was stopped, Tho siege lasted 32 hours, 
during which time my family suffered much 
from want of food. We were then taken 
silently, after midnight, between a double file 
of soldiers, from the palace to the arsenal, and 
placed on board a warship, The vessel upon 
which we were placed was the Parnahyba 
As soon as we were on board she took her de 
parture for Iba Grande, Upon our arrival 
thero, though the sea was rough, we were 
transported in sinall boats to the Alagons, 
The Empress was agitated, and wept coninu 
ally. Her hands and wrists wore hurt as she 
was being landed on the Alagonos, I myself 
was deeply alfected and spent the time watch

What 
extraordinary perceptive faculties; what 
reasoning powers; what prodigious mem- 
ories, every one of them, too, does an extra- 
ordinary and unusual thing. Every one 
of them does something remarkable so as 
to impress upon his mind the date of the oc- 
currence he testifies to, Such intellectual 
gymnastics was never before heard of. In the 
future when the writer of intellectual scienca 
want to get the best illustrations of a full, ac- 
curate and prodigious memory they will search 
the reourds of the Cronin trial and enquire 
into the memories of the witnesses on behalf 
of the States,” 

My, Forrest then with much sarcasm and 
ridicule qnalyzed the testimony of yarious 
witnesses for the prosecution, claiming all 
testified as if they had been trained to bolster 
upa desperate case, Mrs. Conklin, Milkman 
Mertes and Mrs. Hoertel he said testified to 
occurrences which they claimed to have wit- 
nessed when shadows had fallen; yet they 
were able to give minute desoriptians of the 
persons concerned in them, could tell their 
eomplexions and the kind of clothes they 
wore, The trouble ‘with the evidence was 
too cirounstantsal and its details fitted t-_ 
gether too closely to be in accordance with the 
nature of things, It lacked that variety in 
uniey which was recognized as the the strony 
poiut in circumstantial evidence, 

Mr, Forrest then considered the expert testi 
mony in the case at great length and showed 
that the doctors could not determine the cause 
of death and could not even decide definitely 
whether or not the wounds were inflicted be 
fore orafter death.

CANADIAN PACIFIC TERMINUS, 


Bt. Joun's Bold Bid to Wrest it From Port 
lund, 

Sr. Joun, N. B., Dec. 10.—James D. Leary 
of Joggins raft fame, the well-known New 
York contractor and lumber merchant, has 
just cutered into a big contract to build dry 
and wet docks: inthis harbor. The scheme 
is a mammoth one and will involve the expen- 
diture of some millions of dollars. ‘Negocia- 
tions have been in progress between himself 
and the city and the provincial Government for 
some time, which have finally terminated to 
his complete satisfaction. 

It isthe outcome of a bold bid which this 
city has been making for many years now to 
secure for itself'the Atlantic terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. The negociations 
have progressed so far so satisfactorily that 
the city has signed the chntract with Mr, 
Leary and giyen him a subsidy for $10,000 a 
year for twenty years, besides exemption from 
all taxation.

THE END IN VIEW. 


The Cronin Trint Will Probably be Next 
Week, 

CHicaGco, Dec. 10.—Mr. Forrest resunied 
his argument to the jury at the opening of 
the Cronin trial to-<lay. To show how easily 
one might be mistaken he cited the evi- 
dence of Policeman Lorch. Lorch was posi- 
tive that the stains in the Carlson cottage 
were blood stains, yut the court corrected him 
by saying that it hail the appearance of blood, 
for the actual question could not be decided 
without microseoc examination. Lorch 
was also positive that the stains on the cotton 
batting found in the basement were not blood 
stains, yet the reporter who put that cotton 
batting there testified that they were blood 
stains which he himself had put upon it by 
Squeezing the blood from a piece of liver. 
Mr. Forrest said this bloody cotton batting 
Was put in the cottage for the purpose of fur- 
nishing the basis for a newspaper sensation, 
and the stains in the yparlor and the paint 
must have had a similar origin. In fact, he 
said when the cotton was entered on May 12, 
the paint on the door was found to be quite 
fresh, Mr, Forrest then returned to the ex- 
pert testimony and the danger of putting 
faith in it, 

Mr, Forrest next went into an exhaustive 
analysis of the testimony of Milkmau Mertes, 
Mrs. Hoertel and other witnesses for the 
prosecution to show thatit was manufactur- 
ed, The conclusion he reached was that the 
Cronin faction of the Clan-na-Gael had been 
drilling witnesses to give false testimony, and 
that allthe new evidence brought out since 
the sitting of the coroner’s jury had been 
manrfactured to strengthen weak spots in 
the case of the State as they were developed 
during the trial.

RISH LANDLORDS MAKE REPRESEN- 
TO LORD SALISBURY. 


A Heavy Snow-stormn in Germany—Brazil's 
Bx- Empress Reecives Somo Bad News— 
Dr. Peters’ Fato—Prances’ Punny lro- 
Joot—Ticked Under the Oecan. 

LONDON, Dec, 11.—The Social Democrat, 
which was compelled to migrate from Zurich 
to London, complains that it is still pursued 
by the machinations of its pet aversion, Bis- 
marck. Sothe scathing articles in the Demo- 
craton the new socialist bill now before the 
Reichstag and particularly on the expulsion 
clause contained in it, haye been the cause of 
@ remonstance being addressed to the paper, 
which naturally wishes to know to what ox- 
tent the boasted freedom of the press may be 
said to exist in England, 

There is as yet no difficulty in obtaining 
money for now schomes in London, no mat- 
ter how doubtful the projects appear, Any- 
thing introduced by such men as the O) Hagans 
or Hume, Wobster & Co., it may be taken for 
granted has been carefully examined, but 
thore are swarms of minor floaters of com- 
panies who are not at all servyalous, and 
there will undoubtedly be a crash defore long 
that will ruin hundreds of luckless investors. 
John Bull has hitherto fought shy of mines, 
but there are plenty of mining schemes now 
in the market, and whether they propose to 
extract untold wealth in the shape of cinna- 
bar in Spain, tin in Banca or Dakota, or 
gold in Peru, there is no lack of money for 
them. 

Gordon, chief of Paris detectives, paid 4 
private visit to London afew days ago, and 
the reporters have been making the lives of 
the men at Scotland Yard miserable ever 
since, Not being abie to extract the truth 
as to the purport of his visit they have natur- 
ally invented an errand for him ; in fact sev- 
eral errands, the most popular of which is 
that there isin custody in France a person 
who may possibly prove to be the perpetra- 
tor of the Whitechapel murders, who is still 
an object of the greatest dread to the Lon- 
don police, and whom people still expect to 
hear from again every day. 

France's Project to Tax Foreigners. 

Lonpon, Dec. 11.—The project to tax 
foreigners resident in France, which is being 
seriously considered and will notunlikely be- 
come a law, can't fail to appear in the eyes of 
some of the victims as the hoight of absurdity. 
Americans and English are of the opinion 
that it is enough of a tax tobe known as a 
foreigner in Paris, tradesman promptly levy- 
ing an impost upon them in the form of an 
augmentation of prices as soon as thoy hear 
their voices, One clauseof the trouble is aim- 
ed at workmen born outiof the country jand 
skillfully fosters the prejudibes of the native 
Jaborer. In this liés the possibility of its 
adoption, There are in round numbers half a 
million Italian workman in France, and not- 
withstanding the intense hatred borne to the 
Germans, there are many of the Intter in the 
large cities, They invariably claim to be 
Alsatiansjand are shrewd enough to pass 
tauster assuch, Nearly all the best waiters in 
the Parisian restaurants are of this class, and 
as they are valued for their lingual accom- 
plishments their employers do‘not inquire too 
curiously into their nativity. 

Brazilian Affairs. 

Lisbon, Dec, 11,—Senor Bocayura, the 
Brazilian Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
cabled to the Portugese Minister of Foreign 
Affairé a formal request that he shall have 
proclaimed tho recognition of the Brazilian 
Republic. 

The ex-Empress of Brazil has received a 
telegram from Rio Janeiro informing her 
that all her jewels have been stolen, and that 
the police are investigating the case. This 
loss will be a heavy blow to the Imperial 
family. .The jewels comprised the finest 
Brazilian diamonds in the world. If the Re- 
public should decline to continue Dom Pedro's 
income, the loss of the treasure will be severe- 
ly felt, as they were looked upon as the chief 
immediate'resource of the family. 

Failure of a Kansas Bank. 

ABILENE, Dec, 11.—The First National Bank 
of this city has suspended business. . Ever 
since the failure of the bank of Leopold Bish- 
& Co., confidence in other’ banks has been 
somewhat shaken. Many Exastern depositors 
withdrew their deposits from the First 
National Bank and yesterday the drafts be 
caine so exceptionally heavy that enough cash 
could not be secured to transact to-day’s bus- 
iness, The liabilities of the bank are placed 
at $116, and the resources at $300,000, 

Iiow Peters was Betrayed. 

BERLIN, Dec, 11.—A member of the Plan- 
tation Company has received a letter from 
Dr. Peters, written during his march into the 
Somalicountry, The letter refers to a treaty 
with the Somali emissaries. It is believed 
this treaty lured Peters to hisdoom, and that 
the emissaries were spies, 

Irish Landlords to Salisbury. 

Lonpon, Dec, 11.—A Committee of the 
Trish landlords, who are about to hold acon- 
vention. waited upon Lord Salisbu.y to-day, 
and urged that the Cabinet ought not to de- 
cide upoh a land bill for Ireland until the 
resolutions adopted by the convention are 
known, 

Poet Browning's Hiness, 

Lonpon, Deo, 11,—An English trained nurse

An Emphatic Denial that he Will Become 
Reconciled—A Divorce Suit Institnted, 
Orrawa, Dec. 11.—Mr, Colin Campbell has 

given instructions to Messrs, Bishop and 

Greene to institute divorce proceedings against 

his wife, Christy Campbell, who left her home 

recently under painful circumstances, it being 
alleged that she had eloped with Fred O’Con- 
nor, a man about town whom Mrs. Campbell 
was in the habit of driving with. The two 
left Ottawa about the same time and have not 
since been heard from. Mr, Campbell was 
asked to-day whether he had heard from his 

Wife, He declined to speak on the subject. 

He also declined to say anything about the 

reports as to Mrs. Campbell’s alleged elope- 

ment being the grounds on which legal proceed- 
ings will be taken. 

The report has been widely circulated that 
Mrs, Campbell was about to return to her 
home and four children and that Mr, Camp 
bell desired a reconciliation. The latter part 
of the story is destitute of foundation. A 
special to the effect that Mrs, Campbell would 
be taken back by her husband was telegraphed 
to various papers. Mr, Campbell however 
has requested the correspondent to give the 
statement an emphatic denial. Mrs, Campbell’s 
mother lives at Dorchester Station, near Lon- 
don. 

The publication of various unauthen- 
ticated rumors in connection with the alleged 
elopement bas caused great pain to the desert- 
ed husband and the children abandoned by 
their mother, Mrs, Campbell will be remem- 
bered as a tall fine looking woman in the 
prime of life, She was to be seen almost daily 
driving about the streets of Ottawa. Being 
®& woman of unusual energy and push, she 
conceived the idea of manufacturing various 
articles used by ladies for which she had 
procured patents, and did business under the 
style of the Campbell ManufacturingCompany, 
The laisiness proved, however, a loss and had 
to be wound up. Mr, Campbell had in the 
meantime had fallen il and went to New York 
for medicaladvice, During his absence which 
wns somewhat prolonged the acts which will 
be the grounds for divorce to be alleged in the 
petitions took place, On Mr, Campbell’s re- 
turn he became aware of his wife's relations 
with the young man who will be co-respondent, 
The position in which the lady and the co-re- 
spondent were discovered at the time of ecl- 
aircissement resulted ina stormy scene, the

Ships’ Materiales, 

The Toronto Globe acknowledges that 
‘Iron or estes! beams, sheets, plates, angles 
and knees for iron or composite ships or 
vessels are free from duty ;” but it quotes a 
statement made by the Polson iron works 
company that they were ‘‘compelled to pay 
nearly $2,000 upon iron and other mater- 
inls” used in the construction of the Man- 
itoba. We do notknow what tho cost of 
building the Manitoba was or is to be. She 
isa large vessel, and probably we shall not 
be far astray ifwe guess that the contract 
price was not less than $100,000. If so, 
duties aggregating 2 per cent do not seem 
absolutely outrageous, and we cannot 
think thata sum of $2,000 was a consider- 
able factor in bringing about the failure of 
the firm named, 

It may not be uninterestiug to the Globe 
or tothe Messrs. Polson to learn that un- 
der the Cartwright tariff they would have 
paid 5 per cent duty on the plates, beams, 
sheets, angles and knees, which are now 
free, and which make the great bulk of the 
materials used in iron shipping; that hemp 
or jute rigging, now free, was then charyed 
5 per cont; that wire rigging, then free, is 
now free; that tin plates, then charged 5 
per cent, are now free; thas chronometers 
and compasses, then charged 17} per cent., 
are now free; that canvas and twine for sails 
paid 5 per cont then as now, that varnish, 
then charged 5 per cent, is now free; that 
anchors, brass and copper in sheets, brass, 
copper, iron and steel wire, hemp, jute, aud 
wire rigging, then free, are now free ; that 
changes in other directions are red and 
white lead, and white zinc, then free, now 
paying 5 per cent; linseed oil, the paying 
174 per cent, now thirty.

Post- 
master King testified principally to the rou- 
tine work of the postoflice in collecting mail 
from street boxes. James, L, Tinen, clerk in 
the postoflice testified to seeing the package in 
the postoffice on the evening of Oct, 1, ad- 
dressed to Rey, Donald MacRae, He identi 
fied the box produced in courtas the same one 
he saw in the postofiice, 

W. F. Best, analytical chemist, produced 

peices of paper cut from the wrapper received 
from the detective and compared them with a 
piece from the MacRae box. He had tested 
them and found the papers identical in color, 
texture and appearance under the micros- 
cope, On close examination he said he did 
not think paper would be materially changed 
by being carried in the pocket, He had 
found a few crystals of strychnine in the 
bottom of the box which he thought had 
dropped from the candles, He knew no per- 
ceptible difference between American and 
German strychnine crystals, 
, Frank Bellis said he had known McDonald 
since the day the latter walked into the mar- 
ket slip. Had heard McDonald say after- 
ward atG, B, Barker's house that he had to 
do this as he was the prophet Elijah, and that 
he could walk across the slip. 


HALF OF SIX HUNDRED. 


Charge of Hurdy-Gurdy Grinders on the 
New York Mayor's Office. 

New York, Dec. 11.—There was a rush of 
men and women, dressed in all sorts of Euro- 
pean costumes, to Mayor’s Marshal Engle- 
hardt's office, in the basement of the City 
Hall. early this morning. There were Ital- 
inns, Russians, Greeks and Bohemians, all 
chattering for licenses to grind organs, It 
was wonderful how the news spread that the 
Mayor had signed the ordinance allowing 
800 organs to make music on the streets, and 
the rush to be one of the 300 was great, 

When the Marshal informed them by the 
aid of several interpreters that the licences 
would not be ready for several days they sent 
up a howl of despair and it required several 
policemen to drive them out of the narrow 
quarters. The blank forms are being pre- 
pared and will be ready in a day or two, 
Meantime the organs will take a rest or their 
owners be arrested.

LOOKED DEATH IN THE FACE. 


How a Young Soldicr Saved His Manhood 
and Wis Life, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 11.—When Dr. Charles 
Garcia, a well-known physician of St. Louis, 
who is to be buried to-morrow, was a private 
in the Confederate army he had a remarkable 
experience with General Braxton Bragg dur- 
ing the retreat from Cornith. General Bragg, 
then second in cominand to General P. GY T. 
Beauregard, whom he afterward superseded, 
was personally superintending the loading of 
the cars bound forthe rear. At that moment 
young Garcia, who was suffering from illness, 
passed near, looking for the cars that were to 
@onvey the sick to Tupely. An officer called 
Braggs’s attention to Garcia, and the General 
ordered him to go to workatonce. Garcia 
answered that le was too ill to doso. With 
every appearance of rage Bragg shouted ;— 

“What! You dare to disobey my orders ?” 

“T do,” repiied the young man, 

The General called a lieutenant of a Louisi- 
ana company of regulars doing guard duty 
and said:—‘'Take six of your company and 
carry this man to that groye and shoot him!” 

The lieutenant called his men, but before 
going to the grove General Bragg took him 
aside and talked fora moment, The cit- 
rant soldier was then taken to the grove and 
placed upon a stool, with his back to a tree. 
He refused to be blindfolded, but took off his 
watch, chainand ring, wrote a name on a 
piece of paper and handed it all to the licu- 
tonant, asking that the jewelry be sent to the 
address given, 

“Now I am ready,” he said, 

Muskets were leveled. The young man 
looked at their muzzels as calmly as though he 
was being photographed, After a moment 
the lieutenant ordered ‘‘Recover arms!” He 
rushed upon the young soldier, complimeted 
him upon his bravery, returned his jewelry 
and ordered him to go,

of the lieutenant a few minutes later, 

“Gone,” was the reply and the story of the 
young man’s behavior was told, TheGeneral] 
had search made for him, saying, “T'll pro- 
mote him.”

Estloated Military Strength of the Em- 
pire Ruled by Bismarck, 


Exception has been taken to the atate- 
ment recently made in aa English review to 
the effect that France would have in the 
year 1906, 800,000 soldiers more than Ger- 
mavy, says & Paris jetter to the London 
Telegraph )

mans for the real facts as to the relative 
numerical strength of the two armies, to

Acoording to the Jahrbucher, France, un- 
der the law of July, 1889, has only 4,800,- 
000 men, while the Italian official review 
puta the German forces down at 7,200,000 
mer under the Jaw of March, 1887. 

The correspondent avoids quoting the 
Freuch military review for obvious reasons, 
it being taken for granted that the German 
and I:alian compilers of military statistics 
would have every reason to publish exactly 
what they knew about the French effectif. 

According to these figures, then, Germa- 
ny could now put into the field 2,900,000 
men more than her rival,

If your obild 
is affected you will here from me at once, 
and a lotter will bo sont to you every day 
until it is well. 

If you do not hore from me, you may be 
sure your child is woll. If you are unoasy 
write or telograph, and an immediate re 
ply will be forwarded, 

Tho cases noted above are in the hospi 
tals of the Institution under proper atten 
tion, and we aro propared to care for all 
who may be sick. We have the best and 
most competent medical skill at our ser 
vice, good hospital trained nurses always 
in charge of patients and an ever vigilant 
matron to look after things gonerally. 
Paronta may rest satisfied that their child- 
ron will have avery care,

Intho 
United States, he said there were 50 pris- 
ons of the grade of the Auburn prison,

He described the solitary confinement 
system and other systems adopted in dif- 
ferent prisons, humorously referring to the 
letter of the young man in prison, who, in 
reply to his mothers admonishing letter, 
said that he went every Sunday to church, 
and had not been out nights» The 


COMPENSATION SYSTEM, 


which he déscribed, was claimed by him,to 
have a better efféct than any harsh treat- 
ment ever adopted. The causes of crime, he 
claimed, were principally three in number, 
idleness, licentiousness, and intemperance. 
He described how fathers and mothers 
were anxious that their ehildren should 


‘have an easier life than they had, hence the 


white hands that were so much admired by 
young women were generally engineered by 


SOFT HEADS, 


He told touching incidents that came un- 
der his notice, where sons of our best citi- 
zens, became criminala from the offects of 
having ‘‘ Nothing to do,” 

Hedrewa-humorous and worldly-wise 
discourse from proverbs as to tho guidance 
and duty ofthe wife and mother. Touch- 
Ing Hcentiousness, in a manner most deli- 
cate and sensible, he referred to the curee 
of the land—intemperance, adjoining par- 
ents to bring up their children to fight 
this curee until it was trodden out. 

Throughout, the discourse waa inter- 
speraed with) humorons and touching inci- 
dents, showing that the speaker had full 
power to instruct and gain the good will 
and confidence of his audience,

witness the closing scene in the sensational 
Case, State's Attorney Longenecker made 
the closing arguinent.on behalf of the State 
owing to the ilness of My, Mills, to whom 
that tusk had been assignal Judgo Longe 
nocker said; 

We are met in this case, for the first time 
after the opening argument, with the theory 
of the defence, In most all murder cases, 
In most all important trials, when the State 
ors the Poople, represented by the 
Btate’s Attorney, gives an outline of 
the prosecutions side, the defendants an- 
rwer aud give to the jury their defence. If 
hot at the opening, then after the evidence is 
closed for the prosecution, they arise and tell 
us how they are going to meet the avidence, 
Tliat was not done, It remained until the 
last counsel for defendants arose to address 
you ina three days’ argument. Then for the 


first time, you as jurymen and we as_repre- 
sentatives of the people were notified 
that the theory of the defence is 
that there was a great conspiracy 


on the part of the people, that there was a 
conspiracy to murder innocent men under 
the guise of the Jaw, and the gentleman was 
so earnest in that statement that he carried 
it all through his argument to the jury, He 
argued that proposition with the same force 
that he did anything else that he’ talked 
about in the case 

Now, gentlemen, if thatis your notion of 


this oase, if you believe that’ there 
js a conspiracy to murder’ Martin 
Burke and those other ‘men on ” trial, 


then you ought to acquit and you ought to 
recominend to His Honor that the counsel 
representing the People of this reat State 
should be indicted and tried for tburder, If 
I, as a representative of the People, am guilty 
of coaching evidence against Martin Burke 
and those other men Ou trial, I ought not to 
have atrial but ought to be taken by the 
citizens of your State and hanged without 
court or jury, 

Why, the gentleman tells you that 
it is dono’ by the other branch 
of the Clan-na-Gael and they aro backing the 
prosecution. Ndéww, the fact is’ that ‘every 
Clan-na-Gael witness that we have called to 
stand belonged to’ thé triangle part’ of the 
Clan-na-Gael organization 

Mr Longenecker then took ae argument 
of Mr. Foster on behalf of defendant Boggs 
and replied to it at length, arguing that the 
proof showed Boggy to bo a party to the con- 
spiracy.

Remember that you are not here to convict 
innocent men. Remember that we are here 
insisting that this evidence is 80 overwbhelm- 
ing that you, as honest men under your oaths, 
cannot resist this volume of proof that 
mist convince you, a sensible men, 
beyond # reaso nable doubt that all five 
of these men are guilty of this crime, 

Judge Ret Jonnell then deXivered his charge 
to the jury Aside from the merely legal 
definitions and technicalties it was as follows: 

The jury are the jndges of the law as well 
as of the facts in the case, and if they can 
say upon their oaths they know the law bet- 


ter than the court itself they have the right | 


to do so, but before assuming so solemn a re- 
sponsibility they should be sure that they 
are not actiog from caprice or prejudice, that 
they are not controlled by ‘their will or 
wishes, but from a deep and confident con- 
viction that the courtis wrong and they are 
right, 


The manwr or cause of death which is al- 


leged in the indictment is an essential 
element «f the charge against the 
defendants, and the law requires the 


prosecution toestablish that averment to 


your satisfaction, beyond reasonable doubt 
as it is laid in the indictment before a con- 
viction of the defendants or either of them 
can be lawfully had. But whether or not the 
manner or cause of death was as it is laid in 
the indictment, may be established by cir- 
umstantin| evidence, just as any other fact 
essential to conviction may be. 

Circumstantial evidence in criminal cases 
is the proof of such facts and circumstances 
sonnected with or surrounding the commis 
sion of the crime charged as tends to show 
the guilt or innocence of the party charged 
and if these facts and circumstances are su 
sient to satisfy the jury of th 
guilt of the defendants beyond a 
reasonable doubt, then such evidence is suf- 
ficient to authorize the jury in finding the 
lefendants guilty, 

It is the duty of the jury to enter upon the 
consideration of each circumstance proven, 
having in their minds the presumption that 
the defendants and each of them are innocent, 
and if such fact or circumstance, when con- 
j sidered in connection with all the evidence 
| in the case, can be explained consistently with 

the innocence of the accused itis their duty 
so to explain it, In order to justify the in- 
ference of legal guilt from circumstantial 
evidence the existence of the inculpatory 
facts must be absolutely incompatible with 
the innocence of the accused and incompati- 
ble with explanation of any other reasonable 
hypothesis than that of their guilt, 

If you can reconcile the factsin this case 
upon any reasonable theory consistent with 
the innocence of the defendant John Kunze, 
it is your duty so todo and find Kunze not 
guilty, 

The same charge was made as to each of 
-he other defendants separately except 
Beggs, concerning whom this special instruc- 
don was given: 

It is not sufficient for the jury to find that

SERPAIPINTO'S TREACHEROUS PLOT 
IN AFRICA. 


Angto-Portuguese Relations Very Seriously 
Strained—Mot Tatk at Lisbon—Whatthe 
London Papers Say 

Lonpon, Deo, 14.—The fear that trouble in 

Atrica will come out of the action of Serpa 

Pinto is growing rapidly and the probability 

that it will load to serious complications with 

Portugal increases with the general belief that 

England has been grievously affronted in the 

matter. Both Pinto and Consul Johnston are 

of inflammable temperament and neither is 
likely to withdraw, except under the pressure 
of his Goyernment, from the declaration he 
has made, the ono to conquer the entire 
conntry to the Nyassa, and the othor to call 
Pinto to necount for his treacherous and 


otherwise wholly unwarranted conduct, The 
probability of a conflict between the 
two is rendered the greater by the 
fact that it is imposible for tele 


grams to reach either of them in time to 
avert an encounter, in the event of which 
taking place it is hinted that it will be deem- 
ed necessary to send a fleet to Lisbon, instead 
of Mozambique, though it is likely that that 
coast will also bo regarded as an object 
worthy of increased watchfulness on the part 
of British naval vessels. 

The Pall Mall Gazotte says; “Lord Salis- 
bury must not hositate to take decisive action 
to arrest the progress of Capt. Sérpa Pinto, 
the Portugese, who is making war on the 
Makololo tribe in violation of British interests 
in East Africa,” 

The Gazotte says: ‘'Pinto's progress must 
be stopped or England will be compelled to 
regard Portugal's action asa declaration of 
pele 

The Globe says; ‘“‘The conduct of Portugal 
is practically acasus belli While negotia- 
tions were proceeding concerning the terri- 
tory in dispute in East Africa she struck for 
herself'in a singularly treacherous manner, 
England does not relish warring with con- 
temptible foes, but if they become arrogant, 


insulting, or aggressive beyond endurance 4 


she will not hesitate to make her power felt. 
A British fleet might exercise a gettle pres 
sure at Lisbon. A wave of the Viceroy’s 
hand will sufflee to bring Portugal's posses 
sions in India under English sway.”

‘THE ENGLJSH STRIKES, 


A Woek of Failures—A Man With Backbone 
—Thoe Question at Issue. 

New York, Dec. 15.—Mr. Smalley cables 
to The Tribune from London: The revolt of 
the English laborer against the existing rela- 
tions between society and himself spreads 
fast, but runs an uneven course, Down to 
last week the strikers had been winning; but 
last week, with one conspicuous exception, 
their history was one of disaster. Tho Silver- 
town strike and the far more important 
Manchester gas-workers’ strike ended in com- 

léte collapse. The men were beaten at 

Ivertown because they were met with 
courage and determination equal to 
their own, and with resources and 
organization far ~ superior. The facts 
in that. case have been stated, and need 
not be repeated. So. of Manchester, But 
what is remarkable in Manchester is that the 
victory has been.won by the community 
itself over one section or one class. Municipal 
Democracy has shown itself able to govern, 
When occasion arises, with a strong hand. 
Matichester people soon .made up their mind 
that they did not care to see taxes raised in 
order to increases the wages of the gas 
Stokérs, which were already high. They pre- 
ferred governing themselves to being govern- 
ed by the Gas Stokers’ Union. They used the 
police from the beginning to keep order: and 
when’ police are used to keep order strikes of 
the present type have little chance, for the 
chief weapons of these unions is intimidation, 
supported by violence, 

Little .attention, however, is paid in Lon- 
don to.what is happening in thé .provinces, 
for London has one huge strike of its own on 
hand, apd has hada Marrow. escape from 
apdther). The strike of the gasstokers em- 
ployed by the South Metropolitan Gas Com- 
pany, was Snally completed on Friday morn 
ing. The question at issue may be sum- 
marized ‘in a sentence. It was © strictly 
analagous to the question at Manchester. 
What” the directors or the” South” Metro- 
politan” had to decide was whether 
thoy. preferred, to. manage their own 
company or to have it managed for 
them by the Gas Stokers' Union. They never 
hesitated fora moment. They have a chair- 
man, Mr, Livesey, who knows his business 
and his own mind. He is the company. He 
told the strikers from the start that there 
could be no compromise on this one vital 
point. He has been as good as his word, and, 
in the present semi-lemoralization of English 
public opinion, he is a public benefactor, 
The number of men in this country with 
backbones has been sadly reduced since the 
widening of the suffrage, Mr. Livesey has 
kept his. Limagine that he welcomed this 
contest, for the men went out of their way to 
put themselves entirely in the wrong.

WENT DOWN TO DEATH 


A Susquehannn PrelebtPlanges Through an 
Open Draw—Three Lives Lest. 

HACKENSACK, N.J.,; Dee, 14.—In a blinding 
snow storm at noon tovlay a heavily laden 
coal train on’ the Susquehanna Road, bound 
east, came rumbling along toward the draw- 
bridge at Little Forrys Engineer William 
Nixon, who was on the lookout, could see but 
a few rods ahead of his engine on account of 
the storm, The tracks are usually clear at 
this point ‘and the train was moving at 
moderato speed. The draw of the 
bridge, which had been opened to permit 
tho passage of m svhooner, had not 
yet been closed. The engineer and fireman 
could not see this and mp attempt was made 
to bring the train tombhalt. The telegraph 
operator at the bridge heard the train coming 
and sprang to -qhis instruments and began 
sending signals up the track to warn the men 
of the approaching train of the danger. The 
wires connected with the alarm bells situated 
atsome distance up the track, and he kept 
them ringing until he saw the locomotive 
stick its nose through the storm. Then he 
realized that any effort he might make would 
be useless, 

As the train went bythe operator look- 
ed at the engine cab and saw three 
men, They were Engineer William Nixon, 
Fireman Harrington and tho boss brakeman 
William Seeley. Inan instant the locomo- 
tive reached the open draw and the forward 
end dived downward and disappeared taking 
the cab and tender with it. The coupling pin 
parted and the first car remained on the 
brink of the bridge. No trace of the three 
men could be fonnd. Bubbles caused by the 
escaping steam and hot ashes arose to the sur- 
face but nota sign of Ife. The cars were

ono fifteenth of a mile in ciroamference 
and, in fact, a counterpart in miniature of 
the regulation mile track, The colt is led 
around it until the novelty wears off, and 
is then turned loose, after being carefully 
booted with perfect fitting shin and quar 
ter boots. Of course the colt’s firat impulse 


is to ga!lop around the track, but he soon | 


settles into a trot, and is thereafter kep> 
at it as much as possible, being cont rolled 
by the voices and whips of the trainers, but 
he is never struck or treated with the 
slightest violence. 

“The youngsters learn surprisiogly fast 
what is wanted of them, and afters few 
montha taka the exercise with scarcely A 
mistake. Prominent among the good 
features of this training «equipment it may 
be mentioned that it sifts tho.good from 
the bad, and enables the trainer to pick out 
those that are most promising. This is no 
small advantage ata place cf the extent of 
Palo Alto, where there are about 300 
brood: mares in the atu, and from 70 to 100 
horses and colts always in training. 

‘How long doos this trainiog on the 
miniature track continue ?” 

“Until the colt is about 14 montha old it 
is the only training. After chat he s 
worked,*both in harnera and on the minia 
ture track, until, say, 2 years old, when he 
sees the last of the kindergarten. At about 
14 months of age the colt is broken to har- 
ness, and the work begins on tbe mile 
track. This work consists in short sharp 
brushes to develop high speed, and this

**To show how little Mr. Marvin prac- 
tices the old system of driving horaes 
many slow miles, instead driving short dis 
tances at high speed, I may say that Sunol 
Was never driven around a mile-track at 
speed until a day or two before her firat 
race atdhos Angeles, Cal,, asa 2 year- old. 
She was then worked a mile in 2:40}, and 
another in 2:38, Two days before the 
racgshe worked a little faster and won the 
racé in 2:33) -2:25. Then work was re- 
sumed on the Palo Alto plan, and she was 
driven no more miles until August 19, at 
Petaluma, where she was worked in 2:38 
and 2:33, and won a race on the 2lst in 
2:284—2:263. Thon she was taken home, 
and not worked at a mile until Ootober, 
when she was twice given a mile and re- 
peat well within her limit. A few days 
os she lowered the 2-year old record to 

2208, and she was not driven at speed 
again a full mile until she made her mar- 
velous 2-year-old record. f 2:18, and this 
year she has lowered the 3 year-old trotting 
record 74 seconds—from 2:18 to 2:10b.

DELAY MEANT HOPE 


The Prisoners Cheered by Every Passing 
Hour—Wild Rumors 

Cutcaao, Dec. 14.—As the evening passed 
and the early hours of the night drew on, the 
wild and groundless rumors which had been 
rife throughout the day showed some signs of 
cessation, and the crowd interested in the 
verdict of the Cronin jury satisfied itself with 
the abandonment of speculation and awaited 
the results of its further deliberation with- 
out assuming to predict the outcome, The 
prisoners, so far as knowledge of 
their feelings could be obtained, were cheered 
by every passing hour that failed to biing 
the verdict, In their minds delay meant 
hope, and the inference was only plausible 
that when 24 hours of deliberation had failed 
to enable the jury to reach a verdict the 
chances were increasing for thetr disagree-

Itis urged, and even plausibly, 
that a failure toagree upon the guilt of the 
principal conspirators would ere this time 
have resulted in a return to the court of a 
disagreement of the jury. As no such return 
hasbeen made, it is quite naturally surmised 
that the disagreement which exists only applies 
to the question of the guilt of the men against 
whom the evidence has least weight 

At 10,25 p.m. the large audience which had 
assembled in the court-room was rapped to 
order by Sheriff Matson, who said: “ Gentle- 
men, I want to announce that there is no re- 
turn from the jury and Judge McConnell has 
left his private chamber and gone home for 
the night. You are also now all free to go 
home.” ‘ Until when ¢” inquired a newspa- 
per man from the audience. ‘The Judge 
will be down to-morrow when he ts sent for,” 
was the auswer. “But not before!” asked 
some one, “I think not,” said the Sheriff ina 
low tone and he declined to go into furthef 
details. It is understood that there will be 
no formal session of the court to-morrow, but 
that the Judge will be prepared at any time 
during tbe day to visit the court-room and 
receive the verdict when notified by the jury 
that they are ready to makn a return.

He Altacks the Policy of (he Ontarle Govern 
ment aud Vresenta Mis Piotform in the 
Contng Campaiga, 


Lonpon, Ont., Doc, 17.—Mr, N, BR. Mere 
dith, loader of the Opposition in the Logis 
lature, addressed his constituents at London 
last hight, He spoke under the auspices of 
the Young Conservative Association, and 
was supported by several of his Par lNiamen- 
tary followers, Ho said fn part 

Ho was not thére ‘to oxplafn his 
but to give an account of his stewardship and 
to show whP"MIn, Méwatnid his party were 
not’ entitled to the confidence of the 
people of Ontario He would 
omit from this the general financial policy of 
the Government, which,: however, was de- 
serving of as ynuch censure as the other nume- 
erous shortcomings. 

The adininistration of the Crown lands and 
the territorial revenues, the great heritago of 
the province and its people, were almost as cor 
ruptithey well could be, All the vast quantities 
of timber on the north shore of Lake Huron 
had been banded oyer to the custody of 
speculators. The people had not been con- 
sulted in these outrageous dispositions of the 
public wealth and the public domain. 

This policy of the Government was wrong, 
anid he bad so pointed out in the House last 
session when he moved for the appoint 
ment of “a commissioner to ascertain 
the extent of our * timber limits

and the richness "of our mines, so that we 
might husband our resources and see how 
near we were to direct taxation and also to 
aid with these resources the needful railway 
enterprises that were knocking at our doors

Mr. Meredith, next attacked the ad- 
ministration of the Liquor License Act 
by inspectors aid commissioners and 
the centralizing grants of the Government 
gencrally.. He laughed at Mr. Mowat’s state- 
ments in the house that patronage is a 
weakness to any Government. The Premier 
had truly shown that it was a source of great 
power to himself, The bailiffs, the issuers of 


marriage licenses, liquor commissioners, 
inspectors and,» even the — Education 
Departinent itself had been violently 


seized for party purposes and patronage, 

He stated the policy of the Op, 
position to. be, in respect of these 
liquor licenses, that they should not be 
under the control of either political party. 
No interest or trade, even the liquor trade, 
should be at thé mercy of a political party, 
The licenses should be administered by non- 
partisan bodies in the various localities, 

Why should not the county councils be en- 
trusted. with the appointment of the inspeo- 
tors and the people of the district with the 
election of ‘the commissioners direct? This 
would cértainly be niore.in the futerest of 
temperance and honesty, 

Mr, Gladstone had taken this stand in Eng- 
land. That eminent statesman had declared 
that the licensing power should be taken 
away from the Government of the day and 
placed in the hands of the newly created 
county councils. This was the contention 
of those that followed him and of himself in 
the islature, It would do away with the 
alleged tyranny exercised by Mr. Mowat and 
his party over the hotel men. It would also 
give women, widows and spinsters, who were 
80 deeply interésted in temperance, a voice 
in’ the selection of ‘inspectors and license 
commissioners, as they have the rightto vote 
at municipal elections. (Applause). 

The alleged prostitution of the Education 
Department for political purposes was next re- 
ferred to.

Then he went on to the matter « i" tho bishope 
and priests of the Roman, Gatholic Church tn- 
terforing with the seloction of separate school 
trustees, and ifistanced the fight that the 
late Arehbishop Ly neh made for the election of 
Mr, Anglin on the anti-ballot ticket, The 
late prelate had cautioned the faithful thatas 
the clection of aschool trostes was arelighous 
affair, evéry Gné of them would be called up- 
on to answer to God form his vote, 

“Obey yourprelates,’ was the command of 
the hierarchy, “and vote for their choice of 
men." If this were sound, continued 
Mr. Meredith, why the necessity of 
holding wh eléetion at all?

save the farceoft lolding nn election? 

To show that Mr. Mowat had given every

“The present system should be made as 
rfect as possible,” he exclaimed, ‘' but 
here should be no extension. Our fellow 
Catholic citizens,’ continued the speaker, 
“complain that they do not get their share 
of offices That may be so; but what I 
solemnly protest against is this ever 
lasting religious cry. What has a man's 
igion to do with an office? The State 
nould know no man’s. religion, that is a 
matter for his God and his cozscience ; all 
we should ask is, Is he a good man? 
Ts he fit for the position ? 

“T protest against the whole religious cry 
business. You can’t go to Heaven on it, The 
golden home beyond the skies has, no doubt, 
often been reathed by ways that are not 

»inted by eitheir priest or présbyter.” [Pro- 

onged applause.) 

Mr, Meredith's next point was Mr, Mowat’s 
alliance with Mr. Mercier, Mr. Mowat had sat 
down in secret conclave with this man Mer 
cier, whose avowed aim was to pull down 
the great arch of Confederation, to abolish 
the veto power which was the great pro- 
tectorate of the minorities all over the coun- 
try. This veto power, which is essential to 
the perpetuation of Confederation, has been 
rudely shaken and it must be set up again. 

In conclusion he said: 

It is said we have no policy and that there 
are no men in the Opposition fit to take hold 
of the affairs of thiscountry, For myself I 
have nothing to say, Iam willing to stand 
any such aspersions that may be mado, upon 
my political reputation, But I protest most 
firmly amainee the charges which have 
been made against the brave 
band of men who surround 
me and who, against tremenduous odds, have 
been striving to stem. the forces of corrup- 
tion. There are gentlemen assisting me who 
deserve the confidence of the country. 

There is nothing that makes makes me feel 
More the injustice of these attacks, sometimes 
from members of my own party, than when 
men sneer ‘at these gentlemen of 
being unworthy of Cabinet positions. I know 
these men to be worthy and capable, The 
members of the Couseryative party and all 
who wish well for their country should e1- 
deayor to hold up the handsof these men and 
assist them in carrying out what they be- 
lieve to be in the interests of Ontario. 

T have now given you my yiews upon most 
of the important questions of the day, Tam 
ready to stand by these principles and I am 
ready to fall by them, appeal to you to 
say whether these principles are founded up- 
on truth and justices, tf we have a desir- 
to carry on our system of government ac 
ding to these principles we must unitedly 


cor 
stand by them. 
While I repeat thatT have no desire to stir 
up religious or race strife, still I must sa 
that it would be the height of cravenjcoward- 
ice that a man would not standup and de- 
clare his views upon the great questions now 
before this country. Itis easy to 
shut one’s eyes to the evils of the 
body politic, but the day will come when 
these questions will have to be met and faced, 
arid if you do not do it now you will hereafter 
have to do {timer different circumstances, 
It is of no. consequence.to me whether I am 
elected to Parliament or not. I appreciate 
the honor thatyou confer he me. I have 
given the best years of my life to my country 
and have endeavored to discharge my public 
duties honestly and conscientiously in the in- 
terest of this province. I can say here that 
L-have had, and still have, but one beacon 
light—God and my country and my father 
Jand.

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A SCANDALUUS JUB. 


The appointment of Mr. Peter Ryan, a 
well known political henchman of Mr. Mow- 
‘at, to the second registrarship of the city of 
Toronto, has called forth from the Empire 
the following scathing exposure of the rank 
job involved in the creation of that office as 
a means of rewarding a needy supporter: — 
“The appointment is a simple ates! from 
the pockets of the ratepayera of Toronto. 
It is a gross injustice upon the citizens to 
saddle them with thé dupport of « partizan 
who has done service for thie Local Govern- 
ment, and who is being rewarded solely on 
that account. Ic is an outrageous piece of 
corruption without the slightest justifica- 
tion, and one which may well moye to in- 
dignation:the victimized people who have 
to pay in hard cash for the Mowat method 
of rewarding relatives and electionesring 
agents, by creating offices with salaries at- 
tached at the public expense. 

“There was 09 need for the appointment 
of asecond registrar. The position at beat 
is largely a sinecure, and the senior regis- 
trar was perfectly competent to discharge 
all the duties that pertained to the office, 
and it is useless to pretend that 
an additional registrar was needed in 
the public interest. The law already pro- 
vides that » lieu extra clerical aasistanco is 
required, it is to bosupplied by the employ- 
ment of more assistants, so that tho sorvice 
may be perfectly efficient and satisfactory. 
Besides, the office was created nine months 
ago, andif the citizens were in absolute 
need of a second registrar, the vacancy 
could not have been left to exist during all 
this time, The fact that the position has 
been unfilled month after month is 4 sure 
indication that Mr. Mowat knew the ap- 
pointment to be unnecesssary and 
was putting off a decision to ao 
more conyenientsesson. The reason,there 
fore, for the creation of the office was in 
no sense a necessity to mect a public want, 
but entirely to obtain a fat borth for a party 
worker. The job was perpetrated under 
the immediate superintondeuce of the Pre 
mier of Ontario, who knows right well that 
the division of the registrarship was a dis- 
honest act, but who is not ashamed to 
atumpabout the country with elevated nose, 
unctuously and pharisnicaily referring to 
the alleged wickedness of his opponents, 
and claiming with disgusting hypocrisy o 

monopoly of truth aod righteousness, 

“It is trae that the fees received in the 
Toronto registry office were in oxceas of 
the amount required for tho salary of a 
single registrar, but the proper wey and 
the honest way would have been tw return 
the surplus to the pockets of the peoplo in 
atead of lovying upon them to provide for 
one of the Miniatry’s heelers who had pre- 
viously proved his activity and readiness in 
political service 40 as to be deomed suitable 
for liquor license commissioner. We com- 
mend to the attention of the fairminded 
electors of the province this shameless 
plece of robbery, and ask them how thoy 
can withhold censure from a Governmont 
guilty of such open and palpable wrong-

Act, in prescribing medicine, not being a 
registered practitioner. |

and Surgeons of Ontario. He knew the de- | 
fendant, Mr, Carmichael. He visited his | 
place on January 6th last. He said ‘‘good 
morning, Doctor,” to him; that he (the 
witness) was unwell, and he asked him what 
ailed him, and he said that he thought that 
it was the dumb ague, as ho had had it bo- 
fore. He, Mr, O., asked him how his ap- 
potite was, and if he had any bad taste in 
his mouth io the morning, or any pains in 
the head. He rhowed him his finger natin, 
which were pu'p *, and which resembied 
dumb agus. He said that he would mix 
him up a bottle of staff that would fix him | 
up all right. Ho put the mixture up and | 
wrote the directions on the label and said ' 
it contained no quinine, Heasked him his 
charges, which wore 50 cents, and which he 
pid. The medicine was prepared from bot- 
tles on his shelyes, Mr. Carmichael is uot 
a rogistered practitioner. 

Cross examined, —Ho resided in London, 
Ont. He was here last winter to prosecure 
under the Medical Act at Lime Lake.

farming for gaining a living, but the idea 
was not tenable that Ireland could be gov- 
srned by England's promoting hor industries,

dustries by building harbors, clearing 
out tbe channels of rivers and re 
olaiming waste lands, not at tho 


expense of . tho English Exchequer, but 
of the Irish exchequer,or, best of all, through 
the efforts of local and individual enterprise 
and with private capital. Mr. Balfour's plan 
of making railways through impoverished 
districts was a vain expenditure of money, 

Home Rule aimed at national regener- 
ation, and this implied the regeneration of 
the industries and the industrial and con 
mereinl spirit of the people. If Home Rule 
Were granted it would not discourage 
the rich people of England from promoting 
industrial developments, byt the money 
would be judiciously and advantageously em- 
ployed instead of being wasted, as now, to 
maintain in power a Governmentof fraud and 
trickery. Expoiiditureof that sort would 
enable Treland to*get and to keep her head 
above water and so exercise and develop the 
qualities of her people that she would be no 
longer an exhibition for the wonder of the 
nations of the world. (Cheers.) 

Brieily. referring tothe Parnell Gommis- 
tion, the speaker'said he believed the judges’ 
report would not discredit the national 
movement, 

Mr, Parnell devoted the speech he made 
to-night tothe Tenants’ League, He said 
this was by far the greatest and most power- 
ful peaceable movement ever organized 
in Ireland or any other country, Although 
Treland was tranquil she was not appeased, 
she did not submit. On the contrary the 
people's disitke of the Government was ten- 
fold more intense for the experiences of three 
years of coercion. But the country, though 
it did not yield, was tranguil because of the 
faith it had in the assurances of Mr. Glad- 
stone that a triumphant Liberal party would 
soon give it its legitimate freedom. 

Mr, Parnell would not say that it would be 
impossible to govern Ireland by mere coer- 
cion, but Balfour's mixture of coercion and 
constitutionalism would never succeed. Mr. 
Balfour had miade several mistakes ; among 


theses was that he had  noglected 
to proyide for arrears of rent 
and for tho restitution of evicted 


tenants. This had led to the formation of a 
new agrarian movement which would 
sweep Balfour and his props away as chaff is 
swept before the whirlwind 

If the Government had nothing to be 
ashamed Of in its connection with The Times, 
doubtless it would gratify curiosity by mak- 
ing known the truth about the matter, 
The country wanted to know how 
far the Goyernment had gone in 

&@ course so mean and so thoroughly contrary 
to the English spirit as to attack men from 
ambush and by the use of such disreputable 
instruments. He knew thé letters were 
forgeries, but he would rather have died than 
have accepted the vindication the Govern- 
meént offered him. The Parnell Commission 
instead of trying the personal indictment had 
tried the Trish nation and the movements of 
the Irish party.

Myangn Reconquers Uganda, 

ZANZIBAR, Dec. 17.—Mapconda, the chief 
of the natives in the Shire River district, has 
accepted Portuguese sovereignty. Advices 
from the interior state that King Mwanga, 
who was driven from Uganda some time ago 
by a revolt headed by disaffected chiefs, has 
reconquered his kingdom. 


Another Plot Against the Czar, 

BREMEN, Dec, 17.—The Weser Zeitung 
says another plot against the Czar has been 
discovered and a number of military officers 
in St. Petersburg have been arrested on the 
charge of being connected with it. ' 

Tho Saar Miners’ Strike. 

Bertin, Dec. 17.—The superintendent of 
the mines in the Saar district has informed 
the men that the eight hours shift is included 
in the labor regulation; that equality of 
wages is not practical, but that increased pay 
shall be given to men who are notable to 
eam a living on the pay hitherto given, 
Despite the concessions made to the miners in 
this district the strike is under full head- 
way. 


Russinnizing Riga, 


RiGa, Dec, 17.—The municipal authorities 
at their meeting to-day conducted the pro- 
cocdings fi the Russiam language instead of 
the German, in accordance with the ukaso 
recently issued by the Czar. This was the 
first time the Russian language has been 
used at a meeting of the council. Mayor 
Ottengen, Councillors Hillner, Hawsmann 
and Tiemer withdrew from the meeting and 
the municipal secretary resigned because the 


ukase was enforced.

Ontario Immigration Statistics — A Teuch-

ToRoNTO, Dec, 18.—A meeting of Catholic 
Bishops will be held at St. Michael's Palace 
this morning to nominate the successor at 
London of Bishop Walsh, now Archbishop of 
Toronto, The usual cx will be followed.

Dolos Watkins on Trial for Obtaining 
Mouey Fraadulently 


court yea orday afternoon 
don trial 


At the police 
Dolos Watkine waa place 
Chat ho did in Belleville, in the Qounty of 
Hastings, on Dec. Sth, 1889, unlawfully, 
fraudulently, and knowingly, by falee pre 
tences, obtain from Geo. W. Sparrowhawk 
$500 of the money of sald Sparrowhawk 
and Honry G, Cloments with intent to do- 
fraud. Mr, W. J. Diamond appeared on 
behalf of the pronseoution, the accused was 
dofended by Mr. E. G. Porter. 

Mr. Goo. W. Sparrowhawk, sworn, said ; 
He lived .at Lisbon, N, Y.; camo to 
Bolloville on the Srd or 4th of December, 
for the purpose of buying dressed poultry; 
saw defendant ot Dominion House 
the night of his arrival in the city; 
was at the Dominion House when he gave 
Watkins $500 to purchase poultry. He, 

the witness, Robort Mackie, and the ac 
cused were in aroomin the hotel. They 
talked about poultry, and Watkins spoke 
about the amount of money it would take 
AO purchase the same, Hoe, the witnoss, 
wished to know from Watkinsif he 
worth anything before he gave him the 
money. Watkins aaid ho owned ao houn 
and lot. He counted out $600 and handed 
it to Mr, Watkins for the purpose of buying 
dreased fowls, After Watkins had the 
money, he handed it over to Robert Mackie, 
who counted it and then handed it back to 
Watkins. The poultry was to havo been 
delivered at the G. T. R. station on Thars 
day last. He felt that he was safe in lot- 
ting Watkins haye the money, as he repre 
sented to him that he owned a house and 
lot, and on the strength of that he 
parted with the money. Ho did not 
receive any kind of fowls on Thursday 
lag&, the day he should have got them, 
Friday last he saw Watkins and 
emapded of him the poultry or money 
Watkins replied, that “he had no 
poultry, and had no money to buy any 
with; he had been robbed."” He spoke to 
him aboat fixing the matter up, and asked 
him about the house and Jot. He said his 
wife owned it. The money was in $100 
packages. Tho money belonged to the wit 
ness and bis partner, Mr. H. G. Olements 

Cross-examined—This was his second 
yoar in buying poultry here. He employed 
the same parties, Messrs. Watkins and 
Mackie, to buy for him last year, They 
bought last yoar nearly a ton of pculiry. 
That transaction was fair, and they had 
dealt honorably with him. 

Stephen Aldrich, sworn,—He waa with 
Mr. Sparrowhawk and Mr. Clement in Mr 
Watkins’ shop whon Sparrowhawk usked 
for the poultry or money, but was told that 
he had.neither.. Mr. Clement asked Wat 
kins and Mackie if they would give him 
their notes for the money, Mr. Mackie svid 
he did not consider that he was under any 

obligations, as the money had been given 
to Watkins and he had lost it. Mackie 
alsO said that Watkins told Mr, Sparrow- 
hawk that he was the owner of a house and 
lot, Mr, Olement then said, “If you donot 
fix this thing up, we will find a way to make 
you do so,” 

¢Cross-6xamined.—He was not interested 
in the matter with them; he was 4 poultry 
buyor, and bought same from Watkins and 
Mackie. He (witness) heard Watkino say 
he would give a mortgage on the house and 
lot if his wife wae willing. 

This concluded the evidence for the pros 
ecution, and argument was heard.—Judg 
ment reserved until Friday.

The meeting 
continued in session until alate hour, when 
the Presbytery adjourned to meet in Chal- 
mers’ Church, Kingston, the third Tyesday

A NEFARIOUS PROJECT. 


The Loniton Sirikers Plot to Blow Up a 
Cont-laden Vessel, 

Lonpon, Dec. 18.—An increased activity 
on the part of the Thames police and a 
considerable addition to their number led 
to some alarming rumora.

Queen's University Tacks Another Title te 
the Governor Goneral’s Name. 

Kinaston, Dec. 18,—At the convocation of 
Queen's this afternoon Chancellor Fleming 
presided and Principal Grant presented Lord 
Stanley of Preston for the honorary degree 
of LL.D. His Excellency made a happy 
speech as did also Sir Jolin Macdonald.

The whistle 
was sounded, but Hotto stepped upon the 
track directly in front of the engine before 
his companion could draw him back, and 
being struck in the stomach by the 
‘shackling iron,” a rod connected with the 
cow-catchar for propelling trains, he was 
completely impaled. The bar passed en- 
tirely through his body. When taken off 
life was not quite extinct but he died almost 
immediately.

Tho Cronin Doubting Thomas Has ab In- 
terview With Longenecker, 

Cmcaao, Dec. 10.—A lively scene is re 
ported to have taken place at the State's At- 
torney’s office yesterday.

A Mandwritieg Export Glyes Damaging 
Kvidenee Against McDonald: 

Sr. Jonny, N.B., Deo, 18,—In the McDonald 
caso to-lay George A. Sawyer of Boston, a 
penmanship export, testified that the ad- 
dresses on the MacRae, Desoyres and Dien- 
stadt boxes were written in a disguised, un- 
natural hand. The Dienstadt address was an 
attempt at back hand but the forward slope 
was continually cropping out, The writing 
is all-in the same hand, He described at 
length the similarity in many of the letters 
to those of McDonald's in samples identifled 
and was quite positive that McDonald wrote 
the addresses,

Orrawa, Dec, 18,—Mrs. Colin Campboll 
returned to Ottawa by the noon train to-day.

North Dakota Goes Dry. 

BisMARCK, Dec. 19.—Contrary to general 
expectation the probibitory bill was passed 
by both branches of the Legislature yester- 
day, After July 1 there will not be a drop 
of liquor sold lawfully in North Dakota, 
The vote in the Senate was 25 to8. The bill 
was then rushed to the House, was railroaded 
through and now only, lacks Governor 
Miller's signature tomake it law. Upwards 
of $100,000 has been spent in the fight by the 
liquor men, who are now preparing to emif- 
grate from the state, 


Thoy Want the Canal Deepened. 

New York, Dec, 18,—The Northern Boat- 
men’s Association to-night accepted a reso- 
lution demanding the deepening of the Cham- 
plain Canal to a uniform depth of not less 
than 7 feet, and widening it to a uniform 
width of not less than 44 feet on the bottom, 
declaring (iat by this improvement the 
freight rates ‘rom Canada to New York 
would be reduced from 52 to 85 per cent and 
demanding an appropriation from the 
Legislature of $750 to effect the improve- 
ment, 


AU. 8. Ship Bounty Bill, 

Wasurnaton, Dec, 18. — Representative 
Farquhar of New York to-day introduced 
a bill prepared by the American Shipping 
League providing for the payment of a 
bounty to American ships engaged in the 
foreign trade of 80 cents per gross registered 
ton for each thousand miles sailed outward 
and inward and pro rata for shorter dis 
tances, provided the foreign port to which the 
voyage is made shall be more than seventy 
miles from the United States boundary, 
These payments are to be continued for ten 
years and thereafter shall decrease 8 cents 
ver ton each year for nine years,

The Burned Quinte, 


Continuation of the Investigation at Dese- 
ronto, 


The investigation relative to the burning 
of the steamer Quinte, was resumed at Des- 
eronto on Tuesday. 

Mr, W.J. Watson, sworn. —Said he wasa 
Greman on the steamer in September, when 
there were two firemen. Did not consider 
bunchwood was dangerous fuel to use, 

Miss Azuba Keller, a passenger on board 
on the night of the burning, testified to 
taking passage, and on being warned of the 
fire by a Mr. Ward, of Picton, who came 
into the Indies’ cabin, Attempted to leave, 
buc was blinded by the smoke. She broke 
the cabin windows and climbed out, In 
the cabin were Mrs, Christie and her little 
evn ; heard Mra, Christie say, *‘God have 
mercy on me,” and saw no more of her, 
The cabin was all afire at this time. She 
was clinging tothe window eill from the 
outside and only let gu when her hands 
were scorched, Witness fell into the water 
and sank to the bottom twice, when she 
was roscued by Capt, Christie, who was in 
a boat. Did not see any life-preservers, 
but had she, she would have tried to use 
one. No person came to help her or the 
others while 'n the ladies’ cabin, Thought 
that the time from when the alarm waa 
given tohoer being taken on shore was 
twenty minutes. Never saw the man Ward 
again. 

Thos, Donnely, of Kingston, Inspector 
of hulls, swore that he inspected the burn- 
od steamor in April, and found all the re- 
quirements in good condition. Tho wood- 
en boat would take two men at least to 
launoh, while it would require four men to 
launch the metallic life-boat. Each boot 
would require an extra man to unhook the 
tackle when lowered. The stoamor had on 
board 260 cork life preservers, kept in two 
rooms on the promenade deck and in the 
state-roome. There were also 250 wooden 
floata on the main deck; also three life 
buoys. For fire purposes there were 25 
metallic buckets, four double acting pony 
pumps in the engine room, one four-inch 
double acting hand pump on the main 
leck, with 100 feet of 14 Inch hose attach. 
ed, with nogzle complete. From the pony 
pumps thore was sufficient hose to reach 
all parte of the boat. 

The investigation was then adjourned

Major Serpa Pinto first became famous in 
1870, an the completion of his successful 


western coast 
of the Dark Continent, to Durban, on the 
southeastern coast, thus making a most valu- 
able addition to the stores of African geo- 
graphy and complementing the great re- 
searches of Stanley, Livingstone, Cameron 
and other fanious explorers who have risked 
their lives in searching the mysteries of that 
quarter of the globe, 

Pinto was ot that date an officer in the 
service of his native country, Portugal, and 
had for some years been employed in the Por- 
tuguese colonies of Western Africa, His ex- 
pedition was fitted out conjointly 
by his government and the Lisbon Geo- 
graphical Society. It occupied 16 months. 
On his return to Lisbon he was received with 
evidences of great esteem by the King and 
was the object of popular adulation 
quarters, ‘In a series of public lectures and 
in an extended published journal of his 
travels he described the many strange and 
interesting places and scenes he had encount- 
ered in his arduous and dangerous journey, 
and he brought home large and valuable col- 
lections of plant and animal life. He de- 
scribed the sources of four great rivers here- 
tofore unknown. His discovery of the River 
Coando, navigable for 600 miles and flowing 
into the Zambesi, alone placed Major Pinto 
inthe rank of the great African explorers, 
His escort on this long and hazardous jour- 
ney was composed of men belonging to a tribe 
of cannibals Of the the 80 men who started 
with him only 8 survived the hardships of 
the weary march and reached with him the 
eastern coast. 

On the basif of the discoveries of Pinto the 
Portuguese Government has since 1879 laid 
claim toa wide tractof African territory, 
including Mozambique on the coast 
and the Shire River district, in which the 
Portuguese engineer Castilloes has recently 
undertaken to survey the route for a railroad, 
which enterprise met with resistance from 
the Makololo natives and led to the recently- 
reported battle between the blacks and the 
Portuguese forces under Pinto, A portionof 
the territory claimed by Portugal is also 


European powers. 

In 1884 Serpa Pinto made another journey 
of exploration in Southern Africa, the results 
of which fully entitled him to the title of the 
Portuguese Stanley. Following his discoveries, 
the Portuguese have established a system of 


Rivers and opened a large and prosperou 
trading establishment.

Atno time within many yoars have the 
inducements been so atrong in Canada for 
the establishment of a rolling mill for the 
manufacture of bariron as at present. Tho 
high price of iron abroad makes importta- 
tion unremuneratiye aod the mills now in 
oporation in the country are not of a capa 
city suflicient to supply the demand, The 
advance in price ia not the result of spec- 
ulation, but a bona fide revival of tho 
trade caused, by increased actual de-

plut« ratio tendency isin itself a revolution, 
and this constant drainage of business out 
of the hands of the sal! dealers ia threaten- 
ing to the public.” 

Vl.en questioned as to the specific objects 
of the movement, Mr, Bellamy said ; 

‘First, we want the naturalization of all 
railways, We propose that the Government 
shall take charge of the properties and shall 
pay over to the present security holders 
such dividends on w just valuation of the 
property as may be carned.”’ 

PIVOTA T SUES. 

** Second, the nationalization of telegraph 
and telephone systems in same or some 
other practicable manner. The English 
Government purchased the telegraph system 
outright. Congress could easily dette e the 
matter, 

“Third, nationalization of the coal mining 
business of the country to the ond that all 
mines may be worked continuously to their 
fnll capacity, the coal to be furnished to the 
consumers at cost and the miners steadily 
and humanely employed. No class of men 
is so damnably dealt with as coal miners, 
and there is no cluss of employers who treat 
the public so rapaciously as the « barons. 

‘Then we propose that the ystoffice 
department of the Government shall oon- 
trol the express business of the country on 
the same principles. Tho cities and towns 
of ‘the country should take charge, as muni- 
cipal functions, of the hoating, lighting and 
running of street cars and all methods of 
rapid transit. These conditions, if carried 
out, would affect the condition of 2,000,000 
workingmen throughout the country. No- 
body wants harsh measnres, but the general 
public interests demands o great change. 

ULTIMATE NATIONALIZATION, 

“Our object in urging these changes is 
threefold. Firat, they are in the line with, 
and aro step-stones to, ultimate nationali- 
zation. Second, thoy will benelit the gen- 
eral consuming public by a greater cheap 
ness eliicioncy in these branches of 
sorvico, Third, they afford the means by 
which the condition of a vast body of work 
men can be placed on «a humane and secure 
basis. ‘Tho first of these objects is logical, 
and the two latter are meroly principles of 
application.” 

*“ What steps would you take to prevent 
political jobbery and corruption?” queried 
the reporter. 

“We propose the following plan,” was 
the reply, ‘‘ as the basis of organization, for 
the double end of preventing political abuse 
and securing humane conditions: On the 
nationalization of any industry the existing 
force engaged in the industry would be 
taken into the municipal and National em- 
ployment, if they were required. All om- 
ployeos would be guaranteed a permanent 
tenure of employment except in cases of 
fault of incompetence, which would be do- 
termined by a tribunal expressly constituted 
for th Admission to the

For many days now the attention of the 
Foreign Oftico has been centred upon the de- 
yelopmonts in Brazil and the threatencd con- 
tro.coup in Portugal. Long dafly dispatches 
from Lisbon and Madrid hayo confirmed the 
intelligence that Portugal is likely to follow the 
example set by Brazil. The Government here

DOM PEDRO BANISHED. 


The Brazilian General Election Fixed for 
Sept. 15 Next, 
Rio JANEIRO, Dec. 21.—An executive de- 


cree pronulgated.to-day; fixes the date of the 


general election for, Sept. 15 and the meeting 
of the constituent assembly for Nov. 15. By 
the same decree the éx-Emperor Dom Pedro 
is banished from Brazil together with the 
members’ of the royal family, the Viscount 
D’Ouro Preto and his brother Carlos Alfonso, 
Senator Martino, governor of Rio Grande do 
Sul, charged with treason as the leader 
of the movement for the secession of 
that state is condemned, to transportation. 
The decree recalls andcancels the grant of 
5,000,000 milries to Dom Pedro and suspends 
his allowance in the civil list. 


Prospective Braziting Secession. 

Lisnon, Dec. 21.—Reports from Brazil in- 
dicate a strong febling in the provinces of 
Paraand Ria Grande do Sul in favor of 
separating from the ofher Brazilian States, 
They object to being dominated by Rio Jan- 
eiro, the interests of the sections being in 
many ways diversé. Reports of the prospec- 
tive death of Da Fonseca caused surprise, 
Fonseca left a sick bed to take part in the 
revolution and it was hardly to be expected 
that his condition could mend under the. ox- 
citement and the ardnousInbors incident to 
his present position. Senhor Barboza, Minis- 
ter of Finance, has already, on account of Da 
Fonseca’s illness, had more . than his share of 
responsibility thrown upon his shoulders, and 
it is considered Mkely that in the event of the 
provisional presidents death Barboza will 
assumic his place. 


The Anglo-Portucuese Quarrel.

They 
paraded thé streets, making a very turbulent 
demonstration. The civic guard was called

The soldiers comprising the Papal army

tally afflicted persons now o)nfined in those 
institutions.

At lest the 22 unfortunate lunatics who are at 
Rreeael confined in the gaol are to be removed to

AN OIL TOWN SCORCHED. 


Petroloa, Va., the Scone of a Disnstrous Sun 
dny Conflagration. 

Perro.ea, Pa,, Dec, 22.—A fire broke out 
here atS o'clock thismorningin Klingensmith's 
grocery when a strong wind was prevailing, 
and burned along both sides of Main, Argyle 
and Fairviow-streets, destroying practically 
all the business houses and many residences. 
The fire plugs were filled with mud and no 
water could be liad. Little or no efforts were 
made to fight the flames, which swept over 
the prosperous little oil town with frightful 
velocity, 

It was all the sleeping inhabitants could do 
to go out with their lives and wearing ap- 
parel.

A MINER'S CHRISTMAS. 


HOW THE YULE TIDE 1S CELE- 
BRATED UP IN THE ROCKIES, 
“Biag’ Dances—In the Lonely Cabins 


Whore Two “Pardes” Are Shut in for 
Months by the Snow—Flowers from Lovw- 


lng Lotters—"“‘Home, Bwoet Home. 


Imagine a point in midair about two 
miles above New York city, and you 
have the elevation at which over 1,000 
miners in Colorado spend the holiday 
season, They are shut in by snow and 
ice, and for months to come they will 
know as little about what ts going on in 
the busy world as though they were sail- 
ora on some vessel frozen up for the win- 
ter amid the icebergs of the Arctic re- 
gions Early in the fall, before the 
snow flies, they are housed in on some 
of the lofty peaks of the Rocky mount- 
ains, and not until May or June will they 
again mingle with their fellow men, 

Itis often the case that some oneof the 
boys is a good fiddler, and Christmas 
night he will rosin the bow, tune up the 
old fiddle, and with alteriate “pards” for 
girls the boys will dance and make 
merry. 

But there are those who are not as for- 
tunate as the miners who are shut up in 
the big mine for the winter, There are 
the lonely cabins, far up on the mountain 
side, many miles distant from human 
habitation, Here three or four men are 
snowbound together for the winter. 
Often there are just two ‘pards,” and 

‘pard” in the mining camps means al- 
most the same as *‘comrade” does in the 
army. Their Christrous meal is a frugal 
one, and with eager longings their hearts 
will reach out from that deep gorge 
or lofty peak to eastern homes, and 
wonder what the loved ones there are 
doing. It is at these holiday times that 
the prospector and wanderer longs for 
the old associations of home and the 
dear faces he has not seen for years, 
For months they have undergone many 
hardships and privations, been through 
hairbreadth escapes and thrilling adven- 
tures. and yet in the Christmas time all 
the tenderness and love that comes with 
thoughts of home isin their hearte. In 
the niining camps of the Rocky moun- 
tains I have heard little groups sing 
“Home Sweet Home” on Christmas eve, 
How each felt it! [t was not sung so 
much, as it was the melody each felt in 
heart as he thought of home, It was 
sung in that dreamy kind of way, show- 
ing Uimt the thoughts of all were far 
away, and each one was ‘thinking as 
well as singing, and that if a tear did 
steal down some grim visaged face, there 
was nothing unmanly in it, was there? 

I was writing about the lonely cabin. 
The scene there is not always one of 
merry making at Christmas. Of those 
two who dwell there alone, far away 
from all contact with the world—gold 
hunter ascetics—one may be sick. If 
you could force your way through that 
wilderness of snow, lift the latch gently, 
for it is never bolted, you will find one 
nursing and keeping faithful watch by 
his sick ‘“‘pard.” It may be a son watch- 
ing by the cot of afather. Why is that 
old man braving all these hardships? 
Ayo, there is the mortgage on the eastern 
home. If they find the precious vein by 
spring, next Christmas will find that old 
home free from debt. Mr. Banker, could 
you witness such scenes as these, as I 
have done, you would tell the old man 
that you would be a little easy about the 
interest on ‘that ar mortgige,” that has 
troubled him so long. 

Ong Christmas I spent up on the 
mountain side with two or three others, 
and there we had our holiday dinner, 
and it was a wholesome meal, but want- 
ing in those delicacies that a mother or 
wife can best prepare. A snow storm 
wus raging along the mountains, but 
with our cheerful fire and warm cabin, 
we cared nothing for it. 

“if we had some flowers for the wish 
table.” said one of the boys. 

We all wished the same, 

“Get out your old letters,” said one. 

We all knew what that meant, for 
many a flower from the old house finds 
its way in letters to the boys out west. 
One found a rosebud, another a violet, 
another a daisy, and then another rose 
was found ing mother’s letter. Withered 
and faded were these tokens from the 
old homes, but never did men value 
flowers more than we did that withered 
bouquet, 

“Can't some one say grace,” said one 
of the boys. 

No ane volunteered. 

“The closing lines in my mother’s let- 
ter,” said a boyish fellow, ‘might do.” 

“Read them,” was the response that 
came from all, 

Heads were bowed around that frugal 
Christmas board, and the young man 
read:

BRUNSWICK’S WEALTH. 


The Countess of Curry’* Childron Dofoated 
in Their Suit. 

Lonpon, Dee, 23.— The Brunswick Court 
has dismissed the suit undertaken on behalf 
of the children of the Countess of Curry to 
recover the fortune of the late Duke of Bruns- 
wick. The Duke Charles Frederick Augustus 
William died at Geneva in 1878, He was the 
elder of two sons of the ‘‘Brunswick’s Fated 
Chieftain” of Byron's lines—the Duke 
Frederick, who was killed at Quatre Bras. 


He succeeded to bis father’s title and 
became the reigning Duke of Brunswick 
in 1823, but he misgoverned and was 


driven out in 1820. The German Diet gave 
his estates to his brother William. Charles 
led a loose and eccentric life and accumu- 
lated property, particularly diamonds, His 
diamonds were sold at his death fora very 
large sum. He was never married, or af 
least, never otherwise than morganatically. 
The mother of the children, in whose name 
the suit is brought, is alleged however to be 
a legitimate daughter of the Duke, and the 
ground of action was that claim. The 
Court on the contrary stands by the law 
that has made the Kingof Saxony and the 
Duke of Cumberland the beneficiaries of the 
estates and vast personal fortune of the 
Duke, 


A German Paper Attineks Stanicy. 

Bern, Dec. 23,—The National Zeitung 
attacks Stanley's statements in regard to 
Emin Pasha. It says these statements seem 
to be made with the intention of replying to 
the reproach that Emin’s embarrassments 
were caused in part: by Stanley's appearance 
and his determination to rescue one who did 
not desire to be rescued, and that Emin must 
be ‘heard in his own defence before con- 
clusions are reached.

GRAHAM'S DEFENCE. 


The Alleged Jary Bribor’s Counsel Gutlines 
His Theory. 

CuicaGo, Dec, 25.—A. S, Trude is of the 
opinion that the State will be unable to 
maintain its charge against Johu Graham, 
of attemptipg to bribe the Cronin 
jury. He is attorney for Graham and, 
contrary to the usual custom, fully outlined 
the theory of the defence in The Evening 
Journal, 


“When the Cronin trial began,” 
said he, “it was, of course, seen to be 
a yery important case.

This trust was to geta man upon whomit 
could depend on the jury and then open 
negotiations with a man who, for some strange 
reason was supposed to have a vital interest 
in the whole affair,and to sell this trust juror 
to “him for a big consideration. With this 
idea the Pooh Bah of the trust went to work. 
Several men who. were supposed to have inti- 
mate relations with the man. who, as 1 
said, was in some strange way thought to 
have a vital interest. in the whole affair 
were approacheL With none was the 
envoy of the’ trust successful, and he 
went to John Graham, who was thought to 
be on intimate terms with this man. But they 
found that wouldn't work either. John Gra- 
ham had nothing to do with the case, He is 
perfectly willing to waive the formality of a 
jury and be tried before tho jndge alone, “so 
confident is he of tae outcome. 

Attorney Brown, who has charge of the 
case of Frank Woodruff, hos created a sensa:

The New 
Year's Day program for the cabinet minis- 
ters homes was. discussed, but nothing was 
said about the action of Mrs. Harrison in 
assigning to her daughter, Mrs, McKee, the 
first place in the receiving line on New 
Year's Day. This departure from the eti- 
quette of official society has raised a veritable 
hornets’ nest among the wives of the Cabinet 
ministers, It bad not been expected that the 
President’s wife would appear at the New 
Year's reception, owing to the death of her 
sister, but it was supposed that the Vice- 
president’s wife would take Mrs. Harrison's 
place in the line, and take precedence of 
course over the ladies of the cabinet, all of 
whom are asked to assist at the reception. 
Mrs, McKee is not in official life, and there- 
fore, the ladies say, Mrs. McKee has no official 
status, 

As the line of presidental succession is di- 
rected from the vice-presidentinto the cabinet, 
the order of precedence becomes a mighty 
thing to the wivesof cabinet ministers, 
Mrs. McKee should precede the wife of the 
vice-president and the wives of the cabinet 
officers on New Year's Day, why not at the 
state dinners also, and on other occasions? Is 
the vice-president’s wife to make her own 
little court, and are the wives of the cabinet 
officers to, be ranked by the wife of a private 
citizen? are questions that are being debated 
very earnestly. 

The published program for the New Year's 
Day reception at the White House also makes 
another departure from the established order 
of things, which is causing nearly as much 
comment as the designation of Mrs. McKee 
to outrank the cabinet ladies, Tho program 
for the first time gives precedence to the 
justices of the Supreme Court of the district 
of Columbia over the senators and re 
presentatives in Congress, and admits 
them, with the justices of the United 
States Superior Court, during the 
first half-hour of ‘the reception. The con- 
gressmen and their wives do not accept this 
innovation gracefully, and the ladies espedial- 
ly are grumbling, They are earnestly try- 
ing tolearn who is responsible, but have not 
yet succeeded. The state department has no 
responsibility for the official program, 
except that part of it which relates to’ the 
disposition of the diplomatic corps, There 
isno evidence connecting Private Secretary 
Halford with the amended program of ‘the 
new administration, He never does any-

Fraudnnd Fleeces His Countrymen, 

New York, Dec, 2i.—Yong Fong Doy 
used to runa laundry in this city, Witha 
capital of $1 he won $1500 at policy at 
one play, and with some more judicious 
gambling and washing he accumulated 
$3800 and started off for China. ti his 
native land Yong has gone through 
a most variegated experience, and has 
bunkoed saveral large cities of something 
like 22,000,000 and is now enjoying the ex- 
citement of a pursuit by the soldiers of the 
emperor, who have instructions when they 
find hin to cut him into 18 pieces. While on 
the voyage to China Yong picked up a 
wicked companion who had lived in Chicago, 
The two resolved on a vigorous campuign of 
bnnko throughout the flowery kingdom. 

The Chicago man acted as valet. They 
arrived at Canton, and the valet gave out 


the information to some journalist 
that Yong was recently returnel a 
commissioned mandarin to this country, 


where he had been studying railroads, and 
was then on his way to Pekin to make his re- 
port. 

Yong was accepted as Chi Chong Wong 
the king of one of the six imperial boards, 
Whatever he wished for he had given hin, 
He objected to washing in an ordinary basin, 
and a gold-lined’ affair was presented him. 
He hired an escort of 200 soldiers, and rode 
on a sedan chair, and started out on a tri- 
umphal march toward Pekin. 

Chi Chong Wong, whom he represented, is 
the uncle of the present emperor, and keeps 
within his palace; so that he is not known to 
the outside world, except by reputation, 
Yong got Chi’s seal forged and began opera- 
tions on the town of Soon Chu, whwre the 
chefoo, or prefect, entertained him magnifi- 


cently, and on his departure begged 
him to —_ accept $50,000 in goli 
bricks, the only available cash in the 


public treasury. ‘Tho city of Lin Kiang gave 
him 35,000, While inShoo Hing the chefoo 
became suspicious and asked His Excellency 
some questions, which so offended the im- 
poster that he forthwith dismissed the 
frightened prefect from his office as chefoo 
and placed a clerk of the office in his chair, 
Tho dismissed official was sent out of 
town while the imposters plundered the city 
treasury of all that was valuable. From 
Foo Chow he obtained $250,000 and from Ly 
Chu $100,000, More than 20 cities paid tribute 


to him before the discovery of the fraud, | 


An immense sum is now offered for him, but 
with all the money at his disposal it is 
probable that he will escape.

Mr. Gray, happening to meet an officer of 
the Retsof Company on that same day, re- 
marked that he had finally concluded a 
bargain

THE POJSONED CANDY CASE. 


An Interesting Question 
#1000 Reward Offered, 

Sr. Joun, N_B., Dee. 26.—The question as 
who, if anyone, will get the reward of $1000 
offered by the Local Government for the con- 
viction of the person who sent. the poisoned 
candy packages, is one which is perplexing 
the minds of many. ‘The reward was offered 
for the conviction of. the perpetrator of the 
crime. Although MeDonald has, through 
the verdict of the jury, been legally acquite 
ted, he has been convicted of preparing, adr 
dressing and mailing the poisoned candy 
packages. The paper which the jury handed 
to the judge was prepared ig fch a way that 
be wonld instruct, them». that they could 
ultimately bring in’ a properly worded 
verdict, They arrived at the conclusion 
that McDonald committed the crime he was 
charged with, but that he was insane at the 
time of its commission. When the jury came 
to the conclusion that McDonald was insane 
at the time ho committed the crime, they had 
to acquit him of the charge because, as Judge 
King said, “in the eye of the law an insane 
man cannot commita crime.” But on the 
other hand, the verdict was tantamount to a 
conviction, for the jury found that MeDon- 
ald did prepare, address and mail the poison- 
ed candy packages. This being so, some 
claim that the person who gave tho infor. 
mation which led to MoDonald’s arrest 
can, if he ottablishes the fact, claim the 
91000 reward, ‘Tho Solicitor-General, whon 
sskod nbout the matter of the reward, said 
that so far no person had made an application 
for the 81000 and the Government would not, 
and could not, consider the matter until they 
received an application.

There is not the least doubt 


leged accomplice were innocent of this crime, 
This fact the evidence clearly discloses. Tho 
judge made a mistake, the jury made a mis- 
tako, and two innocent men were condemned 
for a long term of imprisonment, 

No wonder, then, that Crawford made a 
big effort to regain hisliberty. This episode 
Ought to have the effectof causing the evi- 
dence and the conviction of Crawford and 
his alleged accomplice to be reconsidered. 
A couple of months ago the Minister of 
Justice made application for the shorthand 
reporter's notes of the ovidence in the case, 
showing that the injustice done the men had 
been brought to his attention.

The Preacher's Bloquent Discourse

Near Gana, Doe, 22, 
DeWitt Talinage, D.D.. preached hore to- 
day on “A Marriazo taking for 
his toxt John ii., 10: ‘* Thou hast kept the 
good wine until now.’” He said: 

Standing not fax off, from the demolished 
town of what was called Cana of 
Galileo, I bethink myself of our Lord's first 
manhood miracle, which has been the as- 
tonishmont of the ages, My visit last week 
to that place makes vivid in my mind that 
beautiful oceurrence in’ Christ’s ministry. 
My text brings us to a wedding in that 
Village. It is a wedding in, common life, 
two plain people having aledived each other, 
hand and heart, and their friends having 
come in for congratulation. Tho joy is 
not the less because there is no preten- 
sion. In each other they find all the future 
tliey want, The daisy on the cup in the 
table may mean as much Os 4 score of artis- 
tic garlands fresh from the hothouse. When 
a daughter goos off from home with nothing 
bit va plain father’s blessing, and a plain 
mother’s love, she is missed as much as 
though she were a princess, It seems hard, 
after the parents sheltered her for eighteen 
years, that in a fow short months her atloc- 
tions should have been carried off by 
alcther ; but een she wo how it was

When God makes wine Hé 
makes the very best-wine ; and 130 gallona 
‘of it standing around in these water-pots— 
wine so good that the ruler of the feast 


jtasted it and says, ‘‘ Why, this is really 


‘better than anything. we have had! Thou 
hast kept the good wine until now,” Bean. 
tiful miracle! A prize was offered to the 
person who would write the best cssay 
about the miracle at Cana. Long manu- 
scripts were presented in the competition, 
but a poet won the prize by just this one 
line descriptive of the miracle :

eepers. You might have thought that 
‘Jesus would have said: ‘‘I cannot be 
bothered with this houschold deficiency of 
wine.

conclusion that He will take care of you 
andl feed you, oh, ye of little faith ! 

A boy asked if he might sweep the snow 
from the steps of a house, The lady of the 
household said; ‘* Yes; you seem very 
poor.”

‘There are hundreds of women weak, 
and nervous, and exhausted with the cares 
of housckeeping. I commend you to the 
Lord Jesus Christ ag the best adviser, and 
the moat eflicient sid, wha performed His 
first miracle to relicve 4 housckeoper, 

Llearn also from the miracle that Christ 
doves things in abundance, J think a small 
supply of wine would have made up for the 
deticiency.

tion! or falsely charge me with desiring to 
oppress the Roman Catholic minority, or with 
seeking by disgraceful methods to catch the 
votes of the unthinking populace and influ- 
ence religious passion against the Roman 
Catholic minority of Ontario! for, mask as 
you may, that is the charge which you in- 
sinuate, though you do not appear o; ‘ly to 
make, 

I canappenl to a lifetime in this conmunity 
for the answer to the charge of intolerance 
and bigotry whieh you insinuate against me 
and to the utterances of pearly twenty years 
of public life as my defence against your 
caluminous charges. 


Tried by the same test, can you 
ask a verdict of acquittal on a like 
charge from your fellow - citizens? I 


trow not. They do not—they cannot forget 
the eruel, the wanton attack which you 
publicly made upon the defenceless girls and 
young women of Ontario, and that, too, that 
you might make a point against the public 
school system of this province; nor can they 
forget the language which you thought fit to 
use towards your Protestant fellow-citizens 
when you were addressing a body of Roman 
Catholic gentlemen connected with an asso- 
ciation which had its meeting not long ago in 
Kingston. 

Then, too, by what right do you speak of 
those who ure connected with the Equal 
Rights movement as “ ferocious bigots”? 
Such language from a politician in the heat 
of a political harangue could hardly be 
palliated, but what is to be said of its use 
by a high dignitary of a great church, not 
spoken but written in the seclusion 
of his study, and when he was penning 
a charge of intolerance and bigotry against

These me es have here met with 
general support.

INTOLERABLE PRETENSIUNS. 


Circumstances have recently occurred 
which demonstrate the necessity that exists 
for two of the reforms proposed by Mr. 
Meredith in his speech at Loudon, namely . 

That the privilege of tho ballot must 
be extended to Separate School electors, 
being already epjoyed by Public School 
supporters. That while it should not in- 
torfere with religious teaching whore it is 
permitted by law, the state cannot and 
must notin other respects surrender con. 
trol of schools aided by provincial funds, 

The circumstances referrred to are thoss : 

In Peterborough a teacher, who had 
given satisfaction during seven years serv- 
icd in the Separate School,was dismused in

The story of the tragedy as told by the 
neighbors is that Mrs. Fanny Milligan, the 
munlored woman, oarly yesterday went 
home complatuing of cramp. She asked her 
lit daughter Francis, 1) yoars of ago, to 
bring her some warm water that 
plu imight bathe her foot, thinking 
thus to allay the pain, She then went up to 
bed, and afterwards, it is alleged, the prisoner 
followed her and jumped upon her with his 
knee Sho came downstairs, and alter 
going about some household duties again re 
red, stating that she was very ill, Milligan 
ales went up and lay down beside her, Two 
hours later hor aged father, who lives in the 


bouse, hoard cries and groans, but paid little 
ationtion, as it seems of late months husband 
and wife have frequently quarreled, Still 
later in the day little Frances went upstairs, 
spoke to her mother and tried to awake her 

But the dead did not answer, and the child 


| left the room and told her aged grandfather

He went up and lifted the dead woman's 
head from the pillow, and discovering the 
awfil truth and remembering the cries ho 
bail heard, told the neighbors what bad hap- 
penwd, Milligan was then arrosted 

Mifigan bas been a fiie-looking man, He

height, with broad shoulders, dark hair, long

sido whiskors and heavy mustache, His eyes 
wee f lassy when seen in his coll, and in 
maadiin accents he protested his innocence,

Sbe's my wife and I didn’t kill ber, I'm in 


ao awful fix, ain't I? But I didn’t 
kill ker, Oh, no! But Du not tell 
you any more, Tl tell them all 


atthe court to-morrow,” and the balf-crazy 
mau sat down on his bed witha silly, drunken 
laugh. Ho was cladin a dark tweed suit, 
much worn and very shabby, He had on a 
dirty linen collar, but no tle, and his bloated 
face and bleary eyes told too well the story of 
bis drunken dissipation. 

The house in which the murderer and his 
family live is one of arow of two-story houses 
in Lisgar-street. It is No, 180, There’ aro 
three rooms downstairs and a lke number 
upstairs. Mrs. Milligan’sroom in which the 
awtul crime was committed, with which her 
husband is charged, isa front room, There 
are two windows looking out in tho street. 
The floor was bare and clean, The bed is in 
the northwestern corner, about two feet 
from the wall, 

There was no indication of any struggle 
having taken place. A’ few cheap picture 
prints on the wall, a heavy walnut bureau, 
three chairs, two frail wash-stands and a 
little dressing-table comprised all the furni- 
ture, except a largedeal table ner the foot 
of the bed. Onthe table was an old and 
heavy wooden writing desk, full of odds and 
ends. In the corner vertically opposite the 
bed was an old-fashioned leather-covered 
trunk. It was locked. Behind thisthere was 
6 pile of rubbish and rags. 

The bed on which the corpse lay was wal- 
nut, with » carved head, evidently a relic 
of other days, There were plenty of bed 


elothes, but they were all very much worn, 
and the sheets and pillow cases were soiled 
and stained. On the right hand side of the 
coi pse as it lay upon the bed was a depres- 
sion in the bed clothes and in the pillow. 
This was where the husband was found, lying 
in a drunken stupor, beside the body of the 
woman whom he, years ago, took unto him 
as his wife, 

The dead woman was lying on the bed, 
clad only in a chemise and a nightshirt. Her 
had was thrown back on the pillow and 
her cyes wero still open. The front of the 
nightdress was open and revealed a 
snowy breast and shoulders underneath. 
Her rich, black, luxuriant hair clustered 
around her bead and the back of her neck. 
There were no marks visible on the poor 
woman's throat to indicate violence, or that 
she was choked to death, The mouth was 
partly opened, showing a set of perfect teeth, 
but the lips, no doubt once red with life, were 
bluo in death, The expression on tho 
faco was not one of peace; nor 
yet was it one of agony. Rather 
an expression, vague though it was, 
of mental anguish and not bodily 
pain. Though her lips were open and ex- 
tendod, tho teeth were firmly set, Her hands 
were beneath the bed clothes, Tho rest of 
the body was covered, but although she was 
lying flat on her back her lips were drawn 
up and her legs extended across the bed. 
Sho was about 35 years of age. 

Thore are three children: Frances, aged 
18; Isabella, 10; Margaret, 7, Milligan was 
born in Ireland and came to Canada some 23 
or 24 years ngo, He lost his place at the 
University through drink and after that kept 
a mnall shop for atime. The murdered wo- 
man’s fathoy Mr. Anderson lived with them. 
There had been frequent quarrels owing to 
her husband's drinking habits, An inquest 
will be held to-day.

induced to spring the suit just at this time in 
order to counteract the effect of the report of 
the Special Commission respecting the forged 
letters, For O'Shea himself nobody has had 
a particle of respect for several years, nor is 
there the slightest spark of sympathy with 
him in his tardy assumption of  injur- 
, &d manhood. There isn't a shadow of 

doubt in the mind of any man who has heard 
the old story, and almost everybody has, that 
O'Shea, after calmly acquiescing for several 
| years in the relations between his wife and 
’ Mr, Parnell, blackmailed the latter into secur- 
ing him a seat in Parliament, which he did in 
| the face of the bitter opposition of his trusted 
lieutenants in the Irish party and at the 
gost of the personal friendship of severa} 
of them, the breach lasting to this day, 
‘It is to the lasting credit of Mr. Parnell, 
however, that when O'Shea betrayed him 
| in Parliament he had the courage, to 
squeeze tilm out of his seat in the House and 
dare him to do his worst, This O'Shea is now 
making an effort to do as the tool of Mr. Par- 
nell’s political opponents. The general belief 
| is that Mr. Parnell will admit the relations 
with Mrs. O'Shea alleged in the complaint, 


and show conclusively that they existed with 
the knowledge and consent of O'Shea, thus 
preventing the captain from obtaining a di- 
vorce, The publication of the fact that 
"Shea had begun the action created a great 
eisation in Dublin, but made little or no 
stir here.

EIGHT NEGROES LYNCHED 


TAKEN FROM JAIL ANO RIDDLED 
WITH BULLETS. 


Another Brutal and Gloody Oulrage jin 
Kouth Carolinn—Theee Mundred Mon io 


the Mob-—Au " Exptanation.” 


CHARLESTON, 8.C., Dec, 28 A mob of 
several bondred men raided the jail at Barn- 
well Court House, at 2 o'clock this morning, 
sverpowered the jailer, and took out eight 
nogro prisoners, charged with murder, They 
were Riploy Johnson and Mitchell Adams, 
charged with murdering a man named Heffer- 
man, and «ix others charged with the murder 
of young Martin. The prisoners were taken 
out of town and shottodeath. The jailer was 
tied and forced to accompany the lynchers 
The whole thing was conducted in a very skil- 
ful manner, the citizens of the town not know- 
ing about it. A great many negroes are col- 
lected at the scene of the lynching and trouble 
is anticipated. 

Tho following statement signed by Robert 
Aldrich, Mike Brown, George H. Bates, 
William McNab and James A Jenkins, some 
of the most prominent and influential citizens 
of Barnwell, bas been sent to The News and 
Courior, in explanation of the horrible 
butchery of defenceless men at that place last 
night: 

“In consequence of the lynch’ng which 
took place here last night the undersigned 
were this morning requested by the Sheriff 
to act as an advisory committees to counsel 
such steps as may be deemed best to secure 
order, We at first proceeded to investigate 
and deem it right to put the public in posses- 
sion of the facta of the occurrence and Cait 
which we believe led to it, as far as we have 
gathered them. On Oct, 30 John H. Heffer- 
man, & prominent young merchant and brave, 
public-spirited citizen, was shot down and 
killed in Barnwell by negroes. Public indig- 
nation ran very high. Threats of lynching 
were freely made, but this was diverted by 
cooler counsel. At the last term of the Court 
the grand jury found true bills against his 
murderers and accessories, but the cases were 
continued. The white people were disappoint- 
ed and the negroes, it is thought, were em- 
boldened by this disposition of the matter, 

“On Dec. 19 James 8S, Brown, a prominent 
planter and leading citizen of Fish Pond 
township, was shot to death on his own 
premises by negroes, without the slightest 
justification or excuse, The murderer has 
not been arrested. 

On Dec. 18, while going from his store at 
Martin's station to his house,a mile away, 
Robert Martin, a young manof the most 
exemplary character and ‘of the highest 
standing asa man and citizen, was followed 
by a negro and shot in the back with a gun 
loaded with slugs, on the public road which 
passes through his father’s plantation, in 
hearing of negroes whose houses were all 
around the spot where he was shot, and who 
admitted that they heard the shot and his 
cries when shot, and none of whom 
went to bis relief, and none of them went 
to his body, although it lay inthe road al 
night and for several hours after daylight 
in plain view of them all. It was satis 
factorily established that this murder was 
the result of a conspiracy to remove him in 
order that their license upon the plantation 
of his father might be greater. The mur- 
derer, that is the nogro who fired tho shot, 
and his accessories, sixin number, were ar- 
rested and lodged in jail. 

‘These several brutal murders of promin- 
nent white men by negroes caused a state of 
indignant resentment among ‘out people that 
can be better imagined than described, but 
cannot be imagined by anyone not present 
in our midst, Last night a la body of 
armed men in disguise, at about 2 a.m., called 
at the jail, overpowered the jailer, took out 
the six murderers of Martin and two of 
Hefferman, took them to the limits of the 
corporation and shot: them to death. This 
explanation of the causes which: led to the 
lynching does not, in the opinion, of law 
abiding ‘citizens, in any way justify the 
atrocious murder of eight defenceless human 
beings. . The greatest indignation. is express- 
ed here atthe brutality of the deed,” 

All was quiet at Barnwell late this eveatng 
although trouble has been, anticipated and 
may yet come. 


Three Hundred Men in the Mob. 
Cricaco, Dec, 28.—A special to The Times 
from Columbia, 8. C., says there wiry 300 
masked men in'the mob which executed tho 


} eight negroes at Barnwell this morning, All 


were heavily armed, The cries of the negroes 
for mercy were unheeded. The victims were 
Ripley Johnston, Michnel Adams. Peter Bell 
Raffe Morrell, Hugh Furse, Hudson Johnson, 
Albert Phoenix and Judge Jones, ‘They were 
marched to the outskirts of the town and ina 
few minutes the meti were bound to eight trees. 
The niasked men then formed a line a short 
distance from them and poured volley after 
volley into the bodies of the negrdes.’ They 
were shot to pieces. The firing was tho first 
intimation the people of the town had of the 
trouble, It seemed then as if the ‘negroes 
‘vould rise up and revenge the ‘lynching, In 
response to a request the Governor ordered a 
compatiy*of infantry and one of ‘cavalry to 
prepare for service. The whites were armed 
and aré pretty well organized to-night, The 
town ‘is reasonably quiet, © Johnsten and 
Adams will be buried by relatives, the othors 
will be buried by the town. — The citizens of 
Barnwell daim the numerous and unprovolk 
ed murders of whites are the meultofa plot 
of the’ nogroes,

trary the decree has guaranteed to allow tho ! 


linperial family the term of two years within 
which to dispose of its property. What haa 
been . cancelled is the allowance in 
the civil list and the subsidy granted by the 
provisional soyernment,” 


Mr, Valente said the government had 
taken great precaution to ensure the 
eafoty of _ everything belonging to 
the Imperial family, A careful 


inventory had beon takenof their possessions 
and these effects had been zealously guarded 
and turned. over to Marquis Parangana, 
a warin friend ofthe Emperor, Confiscation

As we looked at the likeness of the Jate 
Horriet, firat wife of Dr. Jaques, and the 
first President of the Home of the Friend- 
leas, we found written onthe back, ‘* She

With her wonted energy she devoted 
her time and influence to this noble work 
until, on account of feebleness, she had to 
drop the task—which was nobly takon up 
by the present President, Mrs, (Rev.) M. 
W. Maclean, whono self-sacificing devotion

When we consider that from the small 
beginning of a rented room, by the energy 
of these ladies and their faithful band of 
assistants, they have now completed a Hes- 
pital and Home that coat nearly $16,000, 
besides the internal fittings, we can begir 
to appreciate the self sacrificing labor of 
there ladies.

Tho Late Mre, Harriet Jrequr, 

Mre. Harniet Lyon Jaques was the 
founder and firs President of the Woman's 
Christian Association. The first meeting 
of the Christian Ladies of Belleville wae 
eslled by her in October 1879, and the As- 
sociation was then formed. 

Mrs, Jaques throw herself most energet 
ically into the work, and succeeded, with 
her’sblo staff of assistants, in placing the 
Home upon a proper basis. For four months 
she labored unceasingly, and from exposure 
contracted the disease from which she died. 
In one meeting sho said, ‘‘Come, ladies, let 
us plan our hospital ; of course you will say 
wo will build our castle in the air, but it will 
soon settle down.” 

Preceptress of Alexandr a College, one of 
the organizers of the Woman's Missionary 
Sooiety of the M. E. Church in Canada, she 
expended all her energies in christian work 
until she was called by her great Master to 
enter into her reward.

On the evening of the 25th inat,, the 
brars band recently orgenized in tho village 
of Banoroft held their fret public convort, 


of the Orange association, the concert was 
liberally patronized, many sleigh loads of 
partios attending from the surrounding 
district. The entertainment passed off in 
a vory satisfactory manner, great praise 
being due to the style in which they ox- 
eouted the pieces performed A little 
Jonger practice under the tuiticn of Band 
Master Wellington, of Madoo, will enable 
them to overcome the imperfection of ac- 
curate concord, and their music will bo a 
pleasing relief to some of the monotony of 
tho back woods, 

An incident occurred, however, during 
the evening that narrowly escaped forming 
another instance of those terrible disasters 
ensuing from a panio on the alarm of fire, 
The building was erected by private parties, 
nominally for a town hall and court houre, 
but is much too small for this district, and 
has never been finished in the interior or 
made any better for public accommodation 
than would just anawer the purpose, hav 
ing a number of loose planks for seats, and 
possessing no brackets or safe place for 
lamps, Lights, with several odorous lan- 
terns, have to be supplied by parties attend- 
ing religious services formerly allowed in 
tho place or the entertainments for which 


it is now reserved, These lamps are re- 
markable for their great variety and the 
dangerous contrivances on which to place 
them.
